1. Tke ' Central ‘GovGriimcnt by exercising the 
.powers .conferred hi danse (d) of sub’Section (1)

vide Order No. L^12012[98|914R(D.IT) dated

as order of reversion from clerk to peon 
for .alleged (misconduct is justified ? If 
not, what relief the workman ks entitled 
to ?’* 

2. ‘The ^first party was ;appointed as a peon on 
17-6-1975. Alter confiTmution he was proinolcd as 
Daftary on 21-5-1(978. He was once again promot¬ 
ed as Clerk vide order dated 14-12-1983. Tlie order 
of promotion was made subject to some condition 
as a domestic enquiry was pending against the first 
parly for an alleg^ misconduct committed as per the 
charge sheet dated 15-3-83. The enquiry ofTlctis. 
has. proposed for the punishment of stoppage of one 
increment without nimmulativc effect, acting abo as 
Disciplinary Authority, Consequent to this order he 
has been reverted back to the work as Daftary. 

3. The contention of the first party in the .claim 

statement -is that l;e is innocent of the chavge^ levell¬ 
ed rpainst him. The enquiry officer was highly 
biased and the order is perverse and 

therefore the entire proceedings arc void abiniffo 

and it is also a clear case of victimisation and unfair 
labour practice. 

4. Against this contention the second party bauK 
justified .their .acth^n as accorxlina to them the first 
party has committed a very serious .misconduct by 
behaving rudely with the entire staff of the Bank and 
also a’ rule behaviour against a lady Clerk, therefore 
the second party arc jastified in imposing the punish¬ 
ment for proved misconduct. 

5. Initially we have framed a preliminary issue to 
cive a finding .on the validity of domestic enquiry* 
To nrove this issue the enquiry officer was examin^ 
as MW-1 and the workman has examined as WW-1. 
The evidence of these persons were recorded (luring 
1993 and 1996 respectively, 

6. This tribunal by appreciating the evidence ot 
both parties and also by placing reliance on proceedl- 
incs. gave a finding in favour of the second partly. 
But it should be noted here that the finding on this 
preliminary issue is on a .minimnl requirement envi¬ 
saged under daw >in conductipg -domestic enquirie*^. 
Tlioiigh the first party has contended several anonxti- 
lies committed ‘by the enquiry officer those facts ane 
not taken into 'Consideration as they touch the 
merjis of the case. New the point required to he 
decided on the basis of the materials available in this 
case would be : 

1. "Whether the proc.^dure adopted by th« 
second narty from the bceinning gives rise 
to an element of bias which .lead do victi¬ 
misation." 

7. "Whether the finding of the enquiry ofB- 
cer is perverse". 

7. 'Point No, 1.—This case present^ a peculiarity 
its own in procedural aspect of the case. The 

learned advocate for the first party Shri Rajii has 
taken through this court to the findings that occurred 
from alleged date Of misconduct till an order was 
passed by the enquiry officer against the workman 
along with imposition of punishment. It is the con¬ 
tention of the , learned advocate that the second party 
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who have promoted tin's workman as a Clerk by 
their order dated 14-12*83 (Ex. Wl) have put a 
rider in that letter which contained under clause 
2.1(c) of the promotion agreement dated 22-10-75 
and therefore they are determinant to punish this 
workman to deprive of his right, 

8. The cause of action to prtKCed against this 
workman is initially from a complaint dated 
21-2-83 given by 13 start members of that bank dis¬ 
closing the misbehaviour and other abnoxious act of 
this workman* Consequent to this the branch 
Manager communicated to the Regional Manager 
vide letter Ex. M-5 dated 22-2-83. On 15-3-83 the 
Regional Manager calls for an explanation (Ex. M- 
6) after giving details of misconduct committed by 
the first party. They haVe treated this letter as 
Mcmorandumi. The first party gives his reply. Ex. 
M-7, dated 21-3-83. Thereafter another Regional 
Manager, who might have succeeded the Regional 
Manager who issued a memorandumi Ex. M-6 sends 
a letter Ex. M-3 purported to be the memorandum 
of chatge where it is alleged that he has committed 
the following misconducts : 

]. Acts prejudicial to the interest of the 
Bank. 

2. Wilful disobedience of reasonable orders of 
superiors. 

3. Negligence in performing the duties. 

Infact in this letter the Regional Manager states : 

“In view of the fact that Mr. B. Sfibha Rao 
Jadhav has comimitted the offence for the 
first time, it has been decided to impose 
on him the penalty of stoppage of one 
increment for a period of six months with¬ 
out cumulative effect in accordance with 
paragraph 3C of Bipartite Settlement”. 

9. In this letter he also grants personal hearing 
On 16-8-83 at Bangalore. Thereafter as per Ex. 
M-2 dated 16-1-84 the Superintendent decides : 

“that Shri Jadhav has not voluntarily admitted 
his guilt, it was decided to hold an enquiry 
into the charges levelled against himj vide 
memorandum No. RO : STF : 749 dated 
13th March, 1983 and No. RO' : STF : 
1800 dated 28th July, 1983'’. 

10. By this letter they appoint one Shri K. Raj- 
mohan, Superintendent, Zonal Office, Bangalore as 
an enquiry officer, 

11. It is admitted of no doubt that Mr. Rajmohan 
acts both as enqui^ officer to conduct the enquiry 
and also as disciplinary authority to impose the 
punishment. Though a disciplinary authority can 
also act as an enquiry authority in such events the 
salient features of the case requires a thorough exa- 
auiiation. 

12. As per Ex. M-3 the Regional Manager after 
clarifying the misconducts said to have been committ¬ 
ed by this workman already decides the punishment 
which is excrepted above. Thefore this Regional 
Manager without a domestic enquiry has already 
decided the punishment in respect of this workman. 


13. Once again as per Ex, M-2 a Superintendent 
working in department of personnel decides to con¬ 
duct an enquiry only because the first party has not 
voluntarily admitted his guilt. ITierefore the another 
superintendent, who conducted this enquiry can not 
deemed to be a person of impartiality and therefore 
in his report he produced what has stated by the 
Regional Manager under Ex. M-3. Therefore there 
is absolutely no hesitation to hold that an element 
of bias is writ large in the facts and circumstances 
of this case. 

14. In Ranjit Thakur vs. Union of India and 
Others, 1988 d) LU SC 256 his Lordship Hon’ble 
Justice Venkatachaliah, J. as he then was, has defin¬ 
ed that the element of bias is a fact depends upon 
Essence of Judgement made by impartial person. 
According to which the Essence of Judgement is that 
it is made after d^e observance of the Judicial Pro¬ 
cess, that the court or Tribunal hearing it observes 
the minimal requirements of natural justice and that 
it is composed of impartial persons acting fairly and 
without bias and in good faith. A judgement viti¬ 
ated by bias or want of impartiality is a nullity and 
the trial “Coramr^non-judicc”, 

15. In the course of judgement references arc 
made to some of the important judgement on this 
point and they arc : Lord Esher in Allinson vs. 
General Council of Medical Education and Regis¬ 
tration (1894) 1 Q.B, 750 at 758 said : 

“The question is not, whether in fact he was 
or was not biased. The court cannot in¬ 
quire into that,. In the adminis¬ 

tration of justice, whether by a recognised 
legal court or by persons who, although 
not a legal public court, arc acting in a 
similar capacity, public policy requires 
that, in order that there should be no doubt 
about the purity of administration any per¬ 
son who is to take part in it should not 
be in such a position that he might be 
suspected of being biased”. 

16. In Mctropolital Properties Co. (F.G.C.) Ltd. 
vs. Lannon (1969) Q.B. 577 at 599, Lord Denning 
M. R. observed : 

“In considering whether there was a real like¬ 
lihood of bias, the court does not look 
at the mind of the justice himself or at the 
mind of the Chairman of the tribunal, or 
whoever, it may be, who sit in a ju^cial 
capacity. It does not look to see if there 
was a real likelihood that he would, or did 
in fact favour one side at the expense of 
the other. The court looks at the impres¬ 
sion which would be given to other people. 
Even if he was as impartial as could be 
nevertheless if right mmded persons would 
see that in the circumstances there was a 
real likelihood of bias on his part, then he 
should not sit.”, 

17. Franfurter J in Public Utilities Commission 
of the District of Columbia vs. Pollack (343 US 451 
at 466) said : 

“The judicial process demands that a judge 
moves within the framework of relevant 
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legal rules and the court con\^nanted 
modes of thought for ascertaining tbemi. 
He must think dispassionately ' and sub¬ 
merge privlate feeling on every aspect of 
a case. "there is a good deal of shallow 
talk that the judicial robe docs not change 
the man within it. It does. The fact is 
that on the whoig judges do lay aside pri¬ 
vate views in discharging their judicial 
functions. This is achieved through 
training, professional habits, self discipline 
and that fortunate alchemy by which men 
are loyal to th^ obligation with which 
they are entrusted. But it is also true 
that reason can not control the subcon- 
cious influence of feelings of which it is 
unaware. When there is ground for be¬ 
lieving that such unconscious feelings may 
operate in the ultimate judgment or may 
not unfairly lead others to believe they are 
operating, judges excuse themselves. They 
do not sit in judgment. 

18, Referring to the proper test, Ackner LJ in 
Reglona vs. Liverpool City Justice Ex-parte 15 Topp¬ 
ing (1983) (1 ) WLR 119 said : 

“Assuming therefore, that the justices had ap¬ 
plied the test advised by Mr. Pearson Do 
I feel prejudiced—then they would hayje 
applied the wrong test, exercised their dis¬ 
cretion on the wrong principle and the 
same result, namely, the quashing of the 
conviction would follow."’ 

19, The first party, time and again pointed out the 
procedural irre^arities which leading to a biased 
mind of the enquiry officer, therefore the facts and 
circumstances clearly indicates that the enquiry offi¬ 
cer has not acted by an independent mind with im^ 
partiality, therefore I hold this point in the affirma¬ 
tive. 

20, Point No. 2.—The second party appears to 
have been examined as many as 8 witnesses to prove 
this misconduct. I have minutely gone through the 
evidence recorded by the enquiry officer and syming 
up arguments submitt^^d by the defence representative 
which was marked as Ex. M-12. The clefence rep¬ 
resentative has taken maximum pain to reproduce 
the important evidence spoken to by these witnesses 
and their related replies. It is admitted of no doubt 
that they have made much of the behaviour of this 
workman as it relates to a lady Clerk Snit. Radha 
as he has insulted her in a very rude language. But 
this Radha gives complete go by to the case of the 
second party in her evidence before the enquiry offi¬ 
cer. The relevant evidence is reproduced below : 

MR* You have deposed that Mr. Jadhav has 
taken away the books which was the cause 
of affixing the signature in the Joint comp¬ 
laint. Could you tell rne the date of 
which Mr. Jadhav took away the books ? 

MW2 No I do not remember. 

MR Were there any heated arguments when 
Mr. Jadhav took away the books from 
your tabic? 
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MW2 No I did not talk, 1 kept quite. 

MR When he removed the books did you told 
the accountant. 

MW2 I told the accountant that he has taken 
away the books. 

MR Did you gave any written complaint to the 
accountant. 

MW2 No. 

MR What action the accountant took on your 
complaint ? 

MW 2 It was not a complaint I only told hiniL 

MR You say his relationship with the staff mem¬ 
bers as observed by you ? 

MW2 I have not observed. 

MR Were you given the co-operation by Mr. 
Jadhav in your day-to-day duties. 

MW2 1 never used to ask him to do anything. 

MR You say your relationship with Mr. Jadhav 
during your stay in the branch. 

MW2 It was satisfactory. 

MR When you did not have any adverse inten¬ 
tion on Mr. Jadhav what prompted you 
to sign the complaint. 

MW 2 When I was doing statement he took away 
my books, so I joined in signing the letter, 

21. There is also evidence of other witnesses which 
are contradictory. Therefore it is evident that the 
enquiry officer has failed to take these facts into 
consideration to pass an order. Therefore the order 
is nothing but perverse. The perverse order is an 
order made in conscious violation of pleading and 
law and perverse finding means a finding which not 
only against the weight of evidence but is altogether 
against the evidence itself. 

22. I am, conscious of the fact that there can not 
be a judicial review of an order passed by an en¬ 
quiry officer, but in given circumstances if that order 
suffers from bias and perversity the courts have ^wer 
to consider these facts before accepting these find¬ 
ings. Since the report of the enquiry officer is not 
in accordance with law the same is liable to be set 
aside in view of the facts discussed above. 

23. In the result I make the following order* 

ORDER 

The second party were not justified in imposing 
the punishment of stoppage of one increment and 
the consequent order of reversion from Qerk to 
Peon. Therefore the workman is entitled for all the 
benefits as if the impugned order was not passed and 
his seniority shall be maintained as if there was no 
reversion at all. He is also entitled to all monetory 
benefits consequent to this order*

1. The Central Government by exercising the powers 
conferred by clause (d) of sub-section (1), and sub¬ 
section 2A of the section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act^ 1947 has rcfeired this dispute vide Order 
No. 12012|304)93TRfBrin dated 22*2-94 for adjudi¬ 
cation on the following schedule.

2. The first party joined the services of, the Bank 
in the year 1978 as u Clerk. From 5-3-90) to 19-9-90 
and on 26-9-90 audj 23’^10-90 die first party was 
entruftted with- a work of Ca>ihier at KpAifT. Extension 
counter attached to DhauwaJ main branch. During 
this period lie received monies f^oinrvarious: customers 
aggregating to Rs. 1,45,825 for creditingi into their 
respective Saving Bank accounts, mnintgin^d at the 
Extension counter. He made credit/ entfi^ in their 
re^jeclivc S*B.. accounts^, without auCJJwnMng the 
monies in the books of. the^ brnnah and ^without there 
being any supportive credit vouchers, in respect of 42 

S.B, accounts. Tn aggregate he has received a sum 
of Rs. L46,825 from the S,B. account, holders. He 
also removed credit voucher and(Thereby he has 
misappropriated tile entitc money for hie/personal use. 

3'. The Ranfc iiuyiag: discpvenod the gt'<)ss misconduct 
committed; this wonkman afterr necessary investi¬ 
gation he was >nniiQdiately kept under suspension and 
an articles of ebarge^ af\ per Ex. Mt. 1 dufed: 16-4-1991 
was issued. This charge sheet discloses the name of 
the account holders, their account number^ date of 
ci^edit entry and- the amount. 

4. The fir^t party in reply to his show-cause notice 
Ex. M-3 pjeadbd ^ilty and promised- to make good 
the loss sustained oy the bank. However the bank 
initiated domestic enquiT:y and the enquiry officer 
in his report M:-8 holds that the fixst party com¬ 
mitted the oftenoQs shown, in the charge, sheet however, 
his brother later reioibni sed. an amount of Rs. 1,30,050. 

5. The first party to the show-cause notice once 
again accepts his guilt, and prays to take Ipniejnt view 
and reinstate him. Due to the gravity of the mis¬ 
conduct. this l^yer is not accepted and he was dis¬ 
missed frtom service. 

6. The first party, after examining the emjuiry offi¬ 
cer to give a finding on the validity of domestic en¬ 
quiry, filed a Menjo that he. has no evidence on the 
validity of domestic enquiry and he concecds the 
fairness, 

7. When the matter is taken up on iti merits, the 
learned advocate for the first party has su b i wiUc d dpaat 
by taking into consideration the acceptance ol guilt 
and non-questioning the validity of domestic enquiry 
an order of reinstatement to save this workman from 
ruination is warranted. Against this submission the 
lemlned advocate for the second party has submitted 
th^t the offences committed bv the pai’ly is a grave 
misconduct and since the bank had lost the confidence 
on the integrity of this workrniatt the order of dismissal 
does, not call for any interference. 

8. The learned advocate for the first party placed 
his reliance to i leporUd judgcnic«l in Scooter India 
Limited vs. Laboi^r Court, Lucknow and Others and 
submitted that the reform;itive approach made by their 
Lordships of Supreme Court shall be taken into con¬ 
sideration and such benefit may be extended in favour 
of this’workman. 

9. T do have some sympathy to this w^orkn>an only 
becaitf^e he has accepted the guilt without* any reserva¬ 
tion but the misconduct . committed by him is so 
grievous, the second party lost their confidence on this 
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workman. In Scooter India Ltd. vs. Labour Court, 
case their Lordships were appreciating the reformative 
approach' made by the Labour Court on the ground 
thah the miscondrjct couuniued by the, workman was 
e?^hibiting a great enthusiasm in the cause of the work^ 
man and in that connection he was found distributing 
an offensive pamphlet both outside and inside the 
factory premises.. Therefore the reformative theory 
adopted in th^t case cannot be applied to the facts and 
circumstances of this case. Therefore I make the fol¬ 
lowing order. 

ORDER 

The second party are justified in dismissing the first 
party workman Irom service w.e.f. 23-11-1991. The 
reference is answered^ aqQordjpgly.

This dispute coming On for final hearing on Wednesday, 
the 14th day of October, 1998, upon perusing the reference, 
claim, counter statements and all other material papers on 
record, upon hearing the arguments of Tbiru V. Anantha- 
krishnan, Advocate appearing for the petitioner workman and 
of TvL N. G. R. Prasad and S, Vaidyanathan, Advocates 
appearing for the lespondeiil management, and this dispute 
having stood over till this day for consideration, this Tribunal 
made the following ; 

AWARD 

This reference has been made for adjudication of the 
following issue : 

"Whether the action of the management of Indian Over¬ 
seas Bank, Madras in dismissing Shri D. Raja, 
ShroIT/Ca.shicr from .service w.c.f. 31-8-87 is justi¬ 
fied ? If hot, whnt ralief is the said workman 
entitled to 7” 
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2. The main averments found in the claim staterdent ^cd 
by the petitioner are as follows :-’Thc petitioner wfis appoint¬ 
ed in respondent Bank on 251 h June. 1979 as Shroff/ 
Godown-keeper and continued in service as a permanent 
employee till the date of his dismissal on 31st August, 
1987. During the period of 8 years of service, 
he was sincere and devoted in the discharge of his duties, 
and worked with honesty and integrity and never committed 
any default, lapse or irregularity in his duties. The petitioner 
was served by the hank with a charge sheet No. VJGi/925 
dated 5-5-86 from the disciplinary authority alleging that 
while he was v.orking as a cashier at N, N. Kandij^ai branch, 
he had committed the following acts of commission and 
omission that he had actually received Rs. 45,000 in cash on 
1-3-86 consisting the following denomination from one P. 
Nagarathinani, for the credit of his S-B. A/c. No. 189 and 
for the credit of his brother's S.B, A/c. No. 2 with the 
branch although he had wrongly stated the amount to be 
as Rs. 40.000.

That he had found «ut the excess remittance of Rs. 5.000 
while counting and asked Shri P. Nagarathbam to fill up 
the chalKui relating to S.B. A/c. No. 189 for Rs, 25>000 while 
had filled up Ihe challan relating to S.B. A/c. No. of Shri P. 
Oajendra Naidu for Rs. 15,000 which reveals that 190X 100 = 
Rs, 19,000 has been altered as 140X100 = 14,000. Thereby 
he had deliberatelv withheld the excess remittance of Rs. 5000 
With an intention to cheat. That on confrontation by the 
parties, on 2-3-86, at his home, with the details of denomina¬ 
tions of cash, he had finally confessed the receipt of excess 
cash of Rs. 5,000 and paid the amount to one Shri Govinda- 
samy Naidu, one of the brothers o( Shri P. Nagarathinam. 
The petitioner without reporting about the excess cash to his 
higher authorities closed the day’s transaction and carried 
the excess cash of Rs. 5,000 with him to his house and also 
returned the same to the party concerned the next day, he 
was charge sheeted for (a) Wilfull damage or attempt to 
cause damage to the property of the bank or any of its cus¬ 
tomers and (b) doing any act prejudicial to the Interests of 
the bank, or gross negligence or negligence involving or likely 
to involve the bank in serious loss and called upon to show 
cause as to why disciplinary action should not be taken against 
him. The petitioner was suspend'xl with immediate elTcct. 
In his reply dated 9-5-86, the petitioner denied the charge 
of misconduct levelled against him and requested the bank 
to withdraw the charge-sheet and suspension order immedi¬ 
ately. In spite of the petitioner pleading not guilty of the 
misconcfuct alleged against him, the disciplinary authority 
conducted the enquiry into the charges levelled against him. 
After holding a defective enquiry, the enquiry officer (Disci¬ 
plinary Authority) rendered an erroneous, perverse and defec¬ 
tive finding that the charges levelled against him, the charge 
sheet stood established rendering him guilty of the gross 
misconduct, without basing hia findings on proper appreciation! 
of the evidence recorded in the enquiry and the pleas made 
by his defence representative. The claimant was called upon 
by Di’^ciplinary Authority by his letter No. VIG’/24?9 dated 
26-5-87 to show cause why on the findings of the Enquiry 
Officer he should not be dismissed from the bank’s services. 
The claimant pleaded vide letter dated 19-2-87 explaining th^ 
extenuating circumstances under which the excess amount of 
Rs. 5,000 was directly returned to Shri P. Govintfasamv 
Naidu, one of the brothers of Shri P. Nagarathinam, on the 
early morning of 2-3-86, aru.1 the absence of evidence in the 
enquiry to establish the charge of deliberately withholding 
the excess with intention to cheat on his part and hence 
could not be found miilty of the misconduct. The petitioncr 
had clearly explained about the exten^uating circumstances and 
lack Of evidence against him to prove the misconduct alleged 
by th^* bank. A simple and honest act of the petitioner had 
been magnified into a major misconduct imputing him the 
motive of ^intention to cheat’ by holding a defective enquiry 
and based upon a perverse and erroneus findings of the 
Enquiry Officer. In ^pite of (he cxtenuatinc circumstance^i 
the disciplinary authority by his letter No. VlG/3936 dated 
3r-8-«7 imposed the pimfVhmont of dismissal merely statinf^ 
that the petitioner had no( shown nnv mitigating circumstances 
of roducimi the puni'^'hment proposed. The disciplinary autho¬ 
rity had thus evidently not applied his mind to the defective 


enquiry proceedings and the perverse and erroneous findings 
of the Enquiry Officer had mechanically confirmed the cx^ 
treme punishment of dismissal. An appeal was preferred by 
the petitioner to the Appellate Authority (AssU. General 
Manager) and the appellate authority also confirmed the 
punishment of dismissal imposed against the various conten¬ 
tions of ihe retitioner and merely stated in his letter AGM 
(VJK)/230 dated 21-3-88 that ‘he was satisfied that the vari¬ 
ous charges levelled against the petitioner has bccii proved 
and he fully concurred with the findings of the disciplinary 
authority’. Claimant raised an Industrial Dispute on 9-2 89 
under Section 2A of the^ I.D. Act. Due to certain technical 
objections for the appearance if Th. M, Puniyakodi before 
the Regional Labour Commissioner on the ground that hiu 
appearance on behalf of the claimant is against provision of 
Action 36 of the T.D. Act, Writ petitions and Writ appeals 
were filed before the Fton'blc High Court by the respondent, 
and finally g joint Memorandum was filed on 23-11-93 and 
the petitioner appeared before the Regional Labour Commis¬ 
sioner without being represented by outsider Mr. N. Puniya- 
koti. Thereafter, the Regional Labour Commissioner reported 
failure of conciliation. The Management with the mala fide 
intention to harass the claimant has dragged proceedings for 
7 year'’. On 1-3-86 one Shri P. Nagarathinam oile of the 
valuable, respectable and regular ciistomerfi of the branch 
came to the branch before the banking hours and approached 
(he claimant stating that he had brought some amount to be 
deposited in the A/c. Nc'. 2 relating to Shri P. Gajendra 
Naidu (his brother) and S.B. A/c. No. 189 relating to himself. 
Since the bonking hours had not yet commenced, the claim¬ 
ant was at that time sitting in the counter outside the cash 
cabin. Shri P. Nagarathinam, hanefed over the bundles of 
notes informinu him that he wanted to remit a total amount 
of Rs, 4Q,000 being Rs. 25,000 into his savings account No. 
189 and Rs. 15,000 to his brother’s (P. Gajendra Naidu) 
savings account No. 2, The said Nagarathinam filled up two 
challans one for remittance of Rs. 25,000 Into the savings 
account No. 189 relating to him and another for remittance 
of Rs. 15.000 into the savings account No. 2 relating to his 
brother Shri P. Gajendra Naidu. As regards the denomina- 
tiop particulars he had furnished the details of the notes 
on the back of the challan relating to A /c, No. 189 for the 
remittance of Rs. 25,000 viz., 200X100=20.000 and 
100X50 = 5.000 total Rs. 25,000. But he had left the column 
regarding the particulars of denomination in the back of the 
Nccond challan relating to S.B. A/c. No. 2 relating tO' his 
brother Shri P. GajendVa Naidu unfilled. Ht requested ihe 
(iaimant to fill up the particulars on the back of the second 
challan after comnletinc the coimlinq of all notes and to give 
film the counter foils since he was in a great hurry to go out 
for some urpcnl work. Ihe petitioner counted the remittance 
oF Rs. 25.000 and believing that the other amount would 
^'dly, gave the counter foil to Shri P. Nagarathinam. After 
be left the branch, when the petitioner counted the remain- 
ipH amount of Rs. 5,000 was In excess. Though the claimant 
initially entered ihe denomination ns Rs. 19,000 as per the 
counting since the lemittnnce amount was written by the 
depositor as Rs. 15,000 the denomination was altered. As 
Nagarathinain is a very valuable customer end holding dc- 
ro.sits in bank in lakhs and being a small village and he is 
the resident oF ncarbv nrea, the claimant retained the monev 
t'> be returned to him. The petitioner bona fiefely belicv^ 
(hat directly returning the money to the valuable and known 
oustorner without brincing the same under suspense account 
would prevent the inconvenience to the customer in gettinc 
bad the money from th^ bank, after following the bank 
’^roccdurf. On the said date the petitioner went with the 
Branch Manager for canv issing savings bank account and 
■ Urrned tn Iv's bonsc verv late, the claimant could not return 
the amount to thr narly The parties enquired about the 
''xccss amount and came on the next dav and collected the 
Mime from the claimant. The very fact that the claimant 
vcuivncd the excess monev to the parties amply proves his 
honesty and in^.'grity. Therefore, the parties d'd not prefer 
any complaint to the bank on 1-3-86. The question of rc- 
nortmg aboiU the excess c■^5h to the higher authorities did 
^oi '^rise. Tf there was an intentiori on the part of the claim- 
^0 chenl as ^cr uaTi’alion made in the charge memo and 
whv the parties should directly approach the claim- 
ntu 'uid th‘’ money. The retention of excess amount 

w a vinjpl^ hona fide and straight forward act borne out 
Iionc^'t intention to leUirn the same to the customer. There¬ 
fore, the claimant did not commit any ipajor misconduct. 
Disciplinary authority did not initiate the proceedings with 
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an opiji mind. No complaint was received by the bank 
either on l-3-8f> or 2-3-86. The complaints were subsequently 
obtained by the Regional Manager to victimise the claimant. 
Merc suspicion that there was an intention to cheat cannot 
be a ground to find the claimant guilty of the churge.s. The 
cliaUans were Idled up by the party only for Rs, 40,000, 
Thcrcfuic there w.«s no intention to remit Rs. 45,000. The 
counter foil was received vvithout any objection. But the 
complaint was given dilfcrently at the instigation of the 
tmnk officials to give a colour of misconduct to the alleged 
act. The disciplinary authority who issued the charge sheet, 
and the enquiry ofijeer, luc one and the same person. The 
enquiry olficcr was biased even al the time of issue of charge 
sheet and the tlecision was predetermined. He did* not act 
indepcndentlv with the free mind. Therefore, the enquiry 
stands vitiated. The management failed to examine P. Nuga- 
rathinam and therefore cannot rely on this statement taken 
behind the back of the claimant. The claimant was deprived 
.of the opportunity of cross-examining him. Though he was 
cited as the management witness he was not produced for 
examination. This deprived the c^ainvaiq to prove his inno¬ 
cence. This vitiates the enquiry proceedings. The finding of 
the Enquiry Officer is perverse, erroneous, defective and in vio¬ 
lation of the 'principles of natural justice. The Enquiry Offi¬ 
cer’s findings based on the evidence of MWl to MW5 is 
erroneous. In the absence of vital evidence from P. Nagara- 
thinam, Ihc other evidence has not establis^hed the guilt of 
the complainant, inviting the punishment, The enquiry officer 
did not give any reason to support his findings of guilt against 
the claimant. The enquiry is nOt supported by evidence. 
I^e appellate authority disposed the appeal confirming the 
punishment of dismissal without applying his rnind to the 
contentions, Ft is a noivspcaking order. The appellate autho¬ 
rity is duty bound to rc^ipprecrate the evidence and must 
give reasons for his findings. In the absence Of a speaking 
order, the order of appellate authonty stands vitiated. The 
punishment imposed is extremely deterrent and grossly dis¬ 
proportionate to the alleged misconduct and not proved 
before'the enquiry. The petitioner prays to set aside the 
dismisstil order and reinstate teh petitioner into service with 
back wages. 

3. The main averments found in the counter statement filed 
by the respondent are as follows;—The petitioner’s averment 
that during the period of 8 years of service, he was sincere 
and devoted to his duties and that he worked, with Interest 
and inlegrity without romniitting default, lapse or irregularity 
arc not correct. The claimant's past record was not at all 
good. He was cautioned on 3-11-8Q for the following:— 

(a) He demanded once again Rs. 60 from a customer 
after the same bad already been received by him. 

(b) He had frequently effected payments 'short of actual 

amount and paid the balance only when shortage 
was pointed out by the customer. 

(c) He left the branch before closure of working hours 

on -2(h9-80. 

fd) There was a shoiin;gc of Rs. 104 at Onnupiiram 
branch on 7^10-80 and he made good the amount 
on the Jiame dav. It may thus be obaeived from 
the above that the claimant was not discharging his 
duties with utmost h.onesty and integrity. 


It is- denied that the enquiry held into the charges against 
the claimant are defective and that the findings of the Enquiry 
Officcv arc rtroncoiis. Th(? enquiry against the petitioner 
WHS conducted properly following the principles of natural 
justice Further the findings holding tiat the charge against 
the claimant nre proved were arrived at by the Enquiry 
Officer after thoroutthly analysing and fully appreciating the 
entire evidence, both oral und doannentary and after examin¬ 
ing the plw made bv the claimant's defence representative. 
The charges were held proved based on clear proof in the 
enquiry. The Enriuiry officci has also given cogent reason^ 
for arrivinc nt the concJu.sion that the charges are proved. 
While working as Cq, shirr in N. N; Kandigai branch of th'' 
respondent bank, the pclitkmer misappronriated R.s. 5,000 
being the excess cash remiltrd bv a customer. Hence th^ 
pclilioner vi-as nilh a ch;irge sheet No. VIG/92J dated 


5-5-86 by the duly constituted Disciplinary Authority under 
the Bipartite' Setfement, I hc charges viiirc as'follows ; 

(i) He had received cash of Rs. 45>000 on 1-3-86 from 
one 'Sbri V. Nagarathinam for credit into, his SB 
Account No. 189 and 2 with the •Branch. The 
icmilter was not aware of that the total amount 
ifmiuhtd over to him -45,000. The claimant 

had released the counterfoils of .credits of Rs.-25,000 
and Rs. 15,000 respectively To the above 2 accounts 
and rctaintd Tiic balance cash on that day without 
lijportmg The excess of Rs. 5^000 cash in his hand 
and look the amount To his house. Later, when 
he-was cohfrontccl receipt of execs jcash of^Rs. 5,000 
and paid The amount to Shri P. Govindasamy Naidu, 
brother of the aforesaid P. Nagarathinam." 


The above acts committed by the claimant amounted .to wilful 
damage to the :property of the -.Bank and ■ its customers 
within the meaning of para ]7.5td) of the Bipartite vScttle- 
mertt between the Bank and its workmen. The act also 
amounted To' gross misconduct under Para 17,5(j) of the 
aforcj^Aid seirkmcnt as act of prejudicial to the interest of 
the bfftik. The claimant was, also placed under suspension 
on 5-5T?6 in tenns of para 17.12(b) of the Bipartite Settle¬ 
ment pending enquiry into the Charge sheet, claimant 

replicrl to the charge sheet by his letter dated 13-5-86 simply 
denying the charges, Thereufron The domestic enquiry was 
held by dply consfitutcd’Disciplinary Authority into the matter 
on I8-6-S?», 4-12-86, 5d2-S6, 8-12-86 and 8-t-87. As many 
at 6 witnesses were examined on behalf of the management 
and seven documents were marked as management exhibits. 
The claimant did not firing any witness nor matke^d any 
documents on bis side. The .claimant also did not'eTtaniine 
himself as^ a witness. The Claimant was duly. represented by 
the office bearer of the recognised union in the enquiry. 
conclusion of the enquiry, the Enquiry Officer drew his 
findings after considering ihe summrag up statement «ubmittcd 
by the^ defence and issued a show cause notice on 26-5-S7 
proposing the punishment of dismissal, as the,charges level- 
led against the claimant-were found, duly established In the 
enquiry. The claimant replied to the show cause notice by 
his lettei* dated 5-8-87.. The-claimant was also given a personal 
hearing on 14-8-87. After considering The submission of 
the daimant and after,perusing his ,past record, The punish¬ 
ment Of dismissal proposMl, was awarded to the claimant by 
an .order of Ihe -Discihlinqry Authority dated 31*8-87. The 
claimant preferr.ed an appeal to the Appellate Authority dated 
14-9-87. -The cUiimant mvi his defence rcpTCscntative were 
given a'pcrsonril hearing on 10-12-87 by The Appdlafe Autho¬ 
rity. The Appellate Authority after ciireful consideration Of 
the materials on record and after considering the submissions 
made by the defence in the , personal hearing, confirmed The 
punishment of dismissal .award^^d to the-claimant by 6rdcr 
dated 2I-3-H8. The charges levelled against the claimant 
and prove<l in the eaquiry bi»d undermind the honesty and 
integrity of The Claimant. The claimant -Was found to be 
dishonest and unsuitable for being employed' in a baPk which 
is accountable to the public. The punishment awarded was 
well meritted and the same_was imposed after duly consider¬ 
ing the evidences on record and the past record of the 
member. The Disciplinary Authority had applied his mind 
in comina to the conclusion and to the quantum of mmish- 
ment. The Anpcllate Authority had given a personal hearing 
to the chiniant and his.defence representative and after hear¬ 
ing them and after considerinc the records of the case, .he 
had arrived 'at the exclusion that the claimant deserved The 
punishment of dtsmisal from hankV service and -confirmed 
th.' ^ame. The nets committed by the claimant are dclibc- 
nue. dkhonest, and amounted to criminal breach of trust. 
The chiimant had every intention to ehcat the custbrneV who 
hod imwittingly given Rs. 45,000 and took away the two 
counter^'oils showincr icmhfence of onlv Rs. 40,000. The 
counterfoils were rfeliberatelv issued by the claimant knowing 
fully well that the cn.sh remitted was in excess by Rs. 5,000 
and In dispose off the remitter before he became .aware of 
excess cash remitted bv him.

The next ctinfcnlion of (he learned counsel for the peti¬ 
tioner i^ (hat the punishment of dismissal from service is 
gPORsIy disproportitin.itc lo the misconduct proved against 
die w'orkmfln and therefore requested this Tribunal to modify 
the runishm<yit fmm dismissal to some other Ic.sser punish¬ 
ment to enable the workman to continue in service* In 
support of the above contention the learned counsel for the 
petitioner submitted the following judgmentg of the Hnn'blc 
Apex Court and other High Courts which are as follows: (i’)

the Hon'hie Suprem*- Gourr has been ple?i,scd to allow fhe 
appeal, partly and directed the Slate Government to re? 
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consider ihe question ot rcdiicoon oi employees’ pension. Jn 
19l!l8 1 LLJ i\ Z56, Hie miKconauct alleged ygainst the Ap¬ 
pellant was that the disobeyed lawiul cOmmar:d >;ivcn to 
him iin that he did not cat his tuod when vo ordered and 
also violated the norms by sending reprcstulaiions to higher 
anthoiitics directly unJ the ilori’blc Supreme Court has 
held that the iudgcin;;ot vva.^ vitiated by bias and ih judge¬ 
ment should be made by imparlmi persons after obsciving 
minimal requiremeais ot natural justice. In 19*^4 1 LLJ P. 
542. the misconduct said to iiuve been committed by the 
workman has not been mentioned. Uic said judgement has 
considered the jurisdiction of the Labour C ourt to interfere 
with the punishment u s. 11A of the l-D. Act, 1947 and 
in the said case, the employer imposed the piuiishment of 
stoppage of 10 annual grade increments on Standing Orders. 
But the Labour Court in'erfered with the punishment and 
reduced it to one of stoppage of 3 annual grade increments. 
Thus it could be seen lliat in all the four ca.ics cited by the 
learned counsel i’oi the petiiionor the facts, are not only 
different but in none of these ca^cs, the dclinciuent is said 
to have oomrhitled any misco.nduct vrhlch will have a bear¬ 
ing on his honesty and integrity. 

The learned counsel for the icsponJeiU cited ihc lollow'- 
ing cases of the ifon'ble High Court of Nfadias and plead¬ 
ed that an employee of a natiomdised hank hat to be honest 
when dealing with a customer’s money and when hin attempt 
to cheat has been proved by >i properly conducted domestic 
enquiry, the Tribunal should not intcrfeie with the punish¬ 
ment of dismisiul tixim service when the same f* proper 
pvuiishment for the proved misconduct. In support of the 
above contention the Learned Counsel for (he respondent 
cited 1998 3 LLJ 363 Gotlrej Boyce Mfji. Co. Ltd., Madras 
Vs, Presiding Olftcer Labour Court, Madras, wherein the 
Hon’blc High Court of Judlcatur: at Mwdra,; has held as 
follows ; 

“Section llA of die Industrial Oispulcs Act wliich has 
been introduced then into the Act which confers 
tnc power on the Induaiial Tiibunal and Labour 
Court to substitute lesser punishment in lieu of the 
order of dischar^fc or diwnissal pulsed by the niana- 
gement cannot be considered ns confirming an 
arbilittry pow\;r. However, llie same has to be 
cicrcised judicially and they have to interfere only 
when it la uatisfied that the punishment imocscil by 
the management highly dispropoi-Lionaic to the 
degree of guilt of the workman concerned. They 
must give proper and acceptable reason^ and the 
wme arc subject to judicial review Ly this C'ouit as 
well as Ihc Apc\ Court. The J uboiir Court itself 
has come ;o ilie conclusion that the charge againsl 
the petitioner made on January 7, 1985 as par 
M.M.*21 is not a simple one, on riic other hand, 
it is a serious one-. The Labour Court has consi¬ 
dered that the workman is a mairied person and he 
is out of employment for 4 12 vcais and if he is 
not reinstated, hi^ family would suffer. f[ also 
mentioned that tlic manage me ni must; give one 
opportunily to reform himself. As a matter of 
fact, all tlicsc reason* are (no; sick) pcrriianc for 
consideration, further, the Labour Court has pro- 
cceded mainly oii the ground of sympathy for 
modifying the punishment of dmmiasal into re¬ 
instatement without back wages. I have ahead v 
demonstrated the deciaions of the Division Bench 
of this Court in 199"^ (1) Ll.N 391 tvidc sunra), 
wherein , theiir Lordships have held (hat :hc Court 
should not enter tain n mi!?placcd sympathy towards 
a workmnn and should not picjudlcc the hhut from 
the angle of rehabilitation, and ihti (he questicn 
of rehabilitation and reform all or could arise in a 
case of minor delinquency or misconduct. Absence 
for a longer period may be a minor delinquency. 
Apart from ^he above charge the workman was 
found graved of charges rei^ardinii miKappropriatlon 
and cheatinu Tho.ie charge^i are crave a nature.

“One cun easily see the line of thfiiking oi the Supreme 
Court of India In idation ^o the minor aud major 
misconducts. li i.s time to remind ourselves abqut 
the three chari;js held pi <wed by the Laboip' Court 
itself. The li: 4 charge relates to ncghgencc. in the 
pcrformuiicc ol duties, causing considerable em¬ 
barrassment to the management. Thi.s charge by 
itself may amoum only to loss of confidence, but 
the secoriU chaise re Inks lo dishonesiy anj tempo¬ 
rary niisapfroprihtlon. li w'as' sought' lo.be di^gued 
that leinpornty misappropriation cannot be equaled 
lo theft. It n.;iy be so. But the intention of the 
worker and his g,neril attitude me clearly visible 
from the proof of the said char^v The third charge 
relates to the demand of brib;? ol Rs. 300 fipm 
one BalasuiiJar.ini and Rs, 200 lion^ P.K. T^atCsan. 
This is in our view, is a very serious charge and could 
undermine tht \’ery reputation of the management. 
We are of I lie opinion that then the Court is faced 
with three charges all of whicli have been proved 
by evidence adduced before the Labour Court 
itself, ii would be imjproper to have any misplaced 
sympathy in favoui- of the wvrkei.

Various 
judgements of the Supicme Couit aitcU above do 
give power to the High Court to interfere W'i:h the 
interim award of the Labour Courts.'' In this view 
of the matter, while upholding the findings of the 
1 abour Court on the charges, we set aside the order 
of the T.abour Couri in so far as thi iHJuishmcnl 
portion is cuucenied. The awaid of the' Labour 
Court dated January lu, 1995 shall stand quashed 
and the second respondent sHidl '<tard' dismissed 
from service with effect from Noveiriber 13, 1986. 
In other words, the non-employment of the -second 
respondent i” held to be jiisiiftcd." 

Again in 1996 U 1 I LN P. 627, Godrej A Boyce Mfg. Co. 
lud.. Vs, Principal Labour Court, Madras the HonM'iIe High 
Court of Madras h:u held as follows : 

"The nature of charge of misconduct in this case being 
acts of dishonesty and foigery, in my view cannot 
be condoned by exercising power under S. HA so 
us to interfere with thi punishment awarded hv the 
management. The icason; given by the Labour 
, Court for Intericriiig with the award excicising 
powders under S. H A. in my viev\ are totally um 
desirable and perverse.

3. The second party without assigning any reasons 
terminated his service and re-engaged some other 
person in spite of bis repented requests. According 
to him if a person is appointed as a Casual labour 
works continuously fen about four months, he be¬ 
comes entitled to be conferred temporary status allow¬ 
ing benefits such as fixation of pay, benefits of free 
medical treatment, etc. under Chapter 2.5 of the 
Railway Establishment Manual.

-’^r-'-nted the resurnation by ;m- office prnceedines dated 
"lO-i-iooi and ordered fo relcive her on 12-2-91. TIiC 
fir^,t oa’"*Y was on- sick Icav-; after- she tendered the- 
I'O'icnat’on letter. ... .... 

5. On'4-2-1991 she'sent'o'rinther letter addressed 
tn the Chairman of the Bank with a rennest to releb'e 
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her wilJj cifeci from 5-2-1991 for the reasons stated 
in that letter. Her husband who was also wf>rking as 
au Otlicer hi the second party liajik at diherent 
biCanch, carries this letter lo the oflico of tJje chair- 
nimi. According to the first patty after handing uvci 
this letter her husband rctuiris to his work place 
thinking that recessai'y order wiU be a'uununicdtcd. 

0. The liisi party further alleges that due to some 
circumstances she has changes her mind, it regards 
to her resignation, She has not received any com¬ 
munication, to irer relieving order on 5-2-199] as 
requested in her letter dated 4-2-91. She reports and 
starts attending her duties in the bank on 8-2-91, after 
informing the Branch Manager her intention to with¬ 
draw her resignation letter dated 12-1-1991, she has 
also sent a letter requesting the chaiiman to grant per¬ 
mission to withdraw her resignation and lesiime her 
duties from 3-1-91. On 9-2-91 an officer from ihe 
Head Office visits the Dalasanur branch and handed 
over an order of the chairman relieving hrst party with 
effect frwi 5-2-91. Consequent to this letter the Branch 
Manager releived bet. She immediately sent a request 
letter to the Chanmian to reconsider the order and 
allow her to continue her work.

amounts to victimisation and unfair labour practice. 


19 Against this submission Sri P.S.S. the learned 
Advocate for the sccoutl party has submitted that 
the service regulations applicable to the second party 
Bank does not requires -hat in order to become effec¬ 
tive of a resignation tendered by an employee a written 
order explanaining its acceptance is contemplated. In 
support of this contention the teamed Advocate made 
reference to Remilation 10 of Kolnr Gramin Bank 
(Staff services) Beeulations 1983.

This reasoning gets support when the second party 
initiated disciplinary proceedings against the husband 
of the first party on which a strong relevance was 
placed by the learned advocate of the Second paity, 
in favour second party and the affirmative conclusion, 
reached by the Enquiry Officer.

The Government of India as per Order No, L-41012| 
1 S5|95-1R(B.I) Dated 7-2-1997 have referred this 
industrial dispute to this Tribunal for adjudicating the 
following issue; 

“Whether the Railway Administration has acted 
legally and justifiably in denying re-employ- 
ment to the workmamkhalasi Smt. K. 
Rajamma? If not, to what relief the work¬ 
man is entitled?” 

2. The worker Smt. K. Rajamma was a casual 
labourer as woman khalasi in the open line Civil 
Engineering Department of the Trivandrum Division 
of Southern Rahway, the management. According to 
her she was appointed on 19-3-1976 and continued 
till 19-11']976 continuously. On 19-11-1976 she was 
settled due to completion of work with promise that 
slic will be employed as and \^llen any fuilher vacancy 
aiiscs. At the time of retrenchment she had con¬ 
tinuous service of 173.1(2 days. But thereafter she 
was not given any le-empJoymcnt. The management 
has given re-employment to several other women 
Khalasi workers who had worked along with the worker. 
As per Sec. 25-H of the Industrial Disputes Act (‘the 
Act’ for short) she lias preference over other persons 
if the management propose any other workers to be 
taken. As per the provisions of Indian Railway 
Establishment Manual the management should main¬ 
tain a register of all divisions indicating the nature of 
casual labour substitution and temporary workmen who 
have six months service for the purpose of future em¬ 
ployment as casual workmen and also as regular em¬ 
ployees. There is similar provision in the Act also. 
Thou<ih several vacancies have arisen after the re¬ 
trenchment of the worker, she was not provided with 
j’e-cmnlo\Tnent. Only when Smt. Anandavally and 
Smt, Pankajakshy got re-cmplo>Tnent this worker came 
fo know that her candidature is not so far considered. 
Thereafter the worker sent several representations to 
the management but there was no response. Hence 
the worker has raised this dispute. The management 
has not participated in the conciliafion conference. 
According to her she is enttkd to net re-cmnloyment 
as per the provisions of Indian Railway E.stablishment 
Manual and as per tlie Act. Tt is ako stated that 
after retrenchment the worker remained uneinployed 
and is suffering from m;:;ch hardship menta? agony 
and hnancia! locy, 

3. The management oppose the claim of the w’orker. 
Tlie worker had worked under Tnsoector of works, 
^'onstnicfion, Kollam from 19‘.5-1976 for 234 days 
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and she has never worked in open line as claimed. 
Her services were terminated w.e.f. 12-il-197() due to 
completion of woi-k. Tlie engagement of reirenchcd 
casual labourers during 1990 etc. is bused on the 
seniority list of retrenched casual labourers which is 
prcpaixd consequent on the decision of the Supreme 
Couii m India Pal Yadav Case in respect of casual 
labourers retrenched after 1-1-1981. Subsequently 
another list was also prepared as per the direction of 
the Supreme Court for casual labourers who had been 
retrenched prior to 1-1-1981 and desire to claim the 
benefit of re-employment scheme. The management 
Jias given chance to such casual labourers to register 
the names before 31-3-1987 as per the directions of 
the Supreme Court. But the Worker failed to register 
her name before 31-3-1987. Every re-engagement 
according to requirement was made from the list of 
casual labourers retrenched on or after 1-1-1981 as 
per the directions of the Supreme Court. Thereafter 
the two lists were merged as per the order of the 
Central Administrative Tribunal (CAT) in OA. 
No. 1706(94 dated 19-6-1996. The worker is not 
entitled to come under the scheme as she has failed to 
-register her name by 31-3-1987. The management 
has not violated Sec. 25(4) of the Act. CAT has 
upheld the decision of management in rejecting the 
claim of Sri. Surendra Pacnicker- on the basis that 
the application for registration was received after 
31-3-1987. The claim of the worker is illegal and 
unjustifiable. 

4. The worker examined herself as WWl. Exts. W1 
to W5 have been marked on her side. The Senior Per¬ 
sonnel Inspector of Southern Failwoy Trivandrum 
has given evidence as MWl on the side of manage¬ 
ment. Exts. Ml to M5 have also been marked in 
support of the case of management. 

5. Admittedly the worker had worked under the 
management though according to the managentent she 
has not worked in the open line but only under the 
Inspector, construction. Ext, W1 casual labour service 
card is admittedly issued to worker and as per that 
she had worked as woman khalasi from 19-5-1976 to 
19-11-1976 with short bieaks. It is also ndt disputed 
that the management has evolved scheme to give rc- 
employmeni. But according to the management of vvor 
ker has not applied for registenng her name before 
31-3-87 and hence her name was not included in the 
list prepared by the management for casual labourers 
who were rctivnr^bed after 1-1-1981 and other casual 
labourers retrenched period to 1-.1-1981. No doubt 
the worker has not applied for registering her name 
before 31-3-1987. But according to her she was not 
aware of the preparation of list such retrenched 
workers and the directions of the Supreme Court. The 
decision of the Supreme Court in Inder Pal Yadav Case 
and the subsequent decision mentioned in the written 
statement of mana^rement are not made available to 
this Tribunal to understand the exact riosition. AccoB- 
dintr to the management they have published the notice 
in their various offices and also in newspaper. MWl 
has deposed that such notification was issued in the 
Division offices of the Railway on 2-3-1987. According 
to this witness about 3000 workers accordingly applied 
for reeistration. Tlie management has not produced 
the copv of such notification or the newspaper cutting.

There is nothing to show that management has given 
necessary publicity regarding the preparation of such 
a list and giving opportunity to the letrenchcd casual 
labourers for registering theh names. Therefore the 
contention that the management has duly published 
the notice giving (Opportunity lo the worker cannot 
be accepted. Her definite case is that s4c was not 
aware of any such notification and she came to know 
of such re-employment only when Smt. Anandavally 
and Smt. Pankajakshy were rc-employed by the 
management. Therefore the contentions of the 
management that the worker failed to register her name 
before 31-3-1987 though the management has affor¬ 
ded sufficient opportunity by issuing notification and 
hence she is not entiibd to get re-eiu.ploymcnt is only 
to be rejected. 

6, The worker as WWl haLS categorically deposed 
that she wa's not aware ot the notification allegedly 
issued by tlie management and also the paper publi¬ 
cation regarding registration of her name before the 
cut off date. According to her she has submitted 
Ext. W2 and W3 representations for re-engagement 
Ext. W2 is dated 10-8-1980 requesting for re¬ 
engagement as per Railway Establishment Manual. 
According to the managenient ExL, W2 was never 
Tvicived by the management. But, MWl. the Senior 
Personnel Inspector, cxani'ned on the side of the 
. management has not specifically denied receipt of 
Ext. W8. On thi other hand this witness hcis only 
pleaded ignorance about receipt of Ext. W2. No 
doubt the worker has not produced the postal receipt 
or acknowledgement or any other document to prove 
that Ext. W2 was sent to the management. But MWl 
has not denied receipt of Ext. W2 and the manage¬ 
ment has not produced the Miscellaneous registers 
where entries are made with regard to letters received 
by the management. The explanation of MWl for the 
non-production tha: the period of such registers is only 
for three years. But he has not stated that the rele¬ 
vant register had been destroyed and not available 
yrd hence it could not be produced. So long as MWl 
has not denied receipt of Ext. W2 and not produced 
the relevant registers the statement of WWl regarding 
issuance of Ext. W2 is only to bt accepted particu¬ 
larly when thcjei are no reasons to disbelieve WWl. 
It is tnie that Ext. W2 was sent not in accordance 
with any call made by the management or notifica^ 
tion issued for r'.-engagen ent of casual labourers. But 
the worker has made a specific request a’s per Ext 
W2 for rc-engagement and hence it should 
have been considered by the management 
for registration particularly on the ground 
that the workers is only a poor, scheduled caste 
retrenched casual labourer. Admittedly the manage¬ 
ment has received Ext. W.5 representation from the 
worker for re-engagement. No doubt Ext. W5 is 
dated 25-2-1995, lone after the cut off date of 
31-3-1987, but Ext. W5 proves the requirement of 
employment for the worker. It is also noticeable 
that the management has not responded Ext. W5 in- 
forminsr the worker that her request cannot be consi- 
(iered since she failed to register her name before 
31-3-1987. Further, the management has admittedly 
not resriaiiclcd to the notices from labour authorities 
on the basis of the dispute raised by the worker. The 
management lias not participated in the conciliation 
conferences convened by the labour authorities. Such 
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negative attitude of the inanagement also shows tha't 
the management purposely wanted to a void the 
worker from giving employment and that the manage¬ 
ment has prepared the list without duly publishing 
the matter and including the Jiamcs of persons in 
whose cases the officials of management are interest¬ 
ed as pleaded by the worker. The evidence of WWl 
supported by Exts. W2, ^V5 and the other circum¬ 
stances mentioned above fully support the case of 
the worker for not regisrenng her name before 
31-3-1987 and that the management has purposely 
avoided her name for giving re-employment, 

1. As stated earlier the objection of the manage¬ 
ment is that the worker has not registered her name _ 
before 31-3-1987 and hence the elaim for reemploy¬ 
ment can-not be considered. There is no dispute that 
the management has prepared a list of casual workers 
for re-engagement and there was cut off date for 
registration. But it is not proved that the manage- 
ment has duly pkiblisbed the preparation of list of 
employees and the cut off date. MW I has deposed 
that the management has published notice in the 
Divisional offices and in the newspaper. But, it is not 
proved by producing copy of any such notifiemion, 
Reliance was placed on Exts. Ml to M5 in siJpport 
of the case of management as dejiosed by MWl. Exts. 
Ml and M3 are copies of letters addressed to thei 
General Managers from the Railway Board dated 
11-9-1986 and 16-3-1987 respectively which are 
regarding scheme granting temporary status to pro¬ 
ject casual labourers and maintaining a seniority list,_ 
Ext. M2 is copy of letter addressed to the General 
Managers from the Railway Board regarding main¬ 
tenance of casual labour register. 7'hesc letters are. 
isskied to the subordinate officers from the Railway 
Board and even the management has no case that 
the worker had any opportimity to know about these 
letters. Further these are regarding terms of emp-i, 
loyment of ca’sufil labourers. Hence, Exts. Ml to M3 
will not support the case of management. Ext. M4 
is copy of order of CAT in OA No. 1295|96 dated 
31-1-1997 filed by Sri Surendra Panicker. In that 
case the petitioner made representation on 4-4-1987 
for inclusion of his name in the casual labour regis¬ 
ter for re-engagement. That petition was dismissed 
as he had made his representation beyond 31-3-1987. 
It is not clear from Ext. M4 order as to whehther the 
petitioner in that case was aware of the cut off date 
and then delayed his request. Ext. M5 ij? also copy 
of order of CAT in OA. No. 1706|94 dated 
19-6-1996 on a petition filed by Sri. Rajan. In that 
case the question considered was regarding re-engage¬ 
ment of ca’sual labour who were retrenched after 
1-1-1981 in preference to those retrenched before 
1-1-1981. Therefore, Exts. M4 and M5 are accord¬ 
ing to me have no application here. 

8. As held by me above it is clearly established 
that the worker could not register her name before 
31-3-1987 for re-engagement due to the reasons 
beyond her control Therefore, she is eligible for 
getting licr name registered in the list of employees for 
rc-engagement. However, since the worker has not 
applied for rcgistraliori before 31-3-1987 and the 
management has already prepared a list and also re¬ 
engagement is going on from the list, it is not proper 


to include the name of the worker ignoring the senio¬ 
rity of other employees already registered. It is 
noticeable that the management has not completed 
re-engagement of employees from the list and the 
list is still alive. Hence on a consideration of the 
totality of circumstances and also to meet the ends 
of justice particularly on the ground that the worker 
is a poor scheduled caste unemployed woman, it is 
only proper and necessary to include the name of 
the worker in the list kept and maintained by the 
management as the last name jfist below the name 
of Smt. K. Mani, worker in I.D, 3|97. I am taking 
this view on the ground that by including the name 
of the worker in the j:elevant list and by giving re¬ 
engagement to her no prejudice and - hardship will 
be caused to other cajididates in the list and also to 
the management. The nianagement is accordingly 
directed to do so. 

9. In the result, an award is passed holding that 
the Railway Administration has acted illegally and 
unjustifiably in denying re-employmcnt to the 
woman Khalasi Smt. K. Rajamma and hence she is 
entitled to be registered in the relevant list of emp¬ 
loyees and to get re-employment.

“Whether the Railway, Administrating has acted legally 
and justifiably ip denying re-employment to the 
woman-khalasi Sml, K. Mam ? If not, to what 
relief the workman Is entitled?” 


2, The woikcr Smt. K. Mani was a casual labourer as wo¬ 
man khalasi in the open line Civil Engineering Department 
of the Trivandrum Division of Southern Railway, the 
management. AccufJing to her she was appointed on 
J9-5T976 and continued till 12-11-1979 with short break 
On 12-11-1979 she was soitlcd due to completion of work 
with promise that she will be employed as and when any 
future vacancy arises. At the time of retrenchment she 
had continuous service on 230-1)2 days. But thereafter 
she was not given any re-employment. The management 
has given re-employment t:) several other woman khalasi 
workers who had worked along with the worker. As per 
Seo. 25-H of the Industrial Disputes-,Act Uthe Acf for 
short) she has preference over clhei: persons if the manage¬ 
ment propose any other workers to be taken. As per the 
provisions of Indian Railway Establishmcn' Manual the 
management should maintain a register of all divisions indi¬ 
cating the nature of casual labour substitution and tempo 
rary workmen who have six months service for the purpose 
of future employment ai casual workmen and also as 
regular .employees. There is similar provision in the Act 
also. Though several vacancies have arisen after the 

retrenchment of the workL-r, she was noL provided with 
re-employment. Unly when Smt. Anandavally and 
Smt Pankujakshy got rc-employment this worker came to 
know that her candidature is not so far considered. Theie- 
after the woifccr sent several representations to the 
management but there way no response. Hence the worker 
has raised this dispute. The management has not partici¬ 
pated In the concilialion conference, According to her she 
lis entitled to get rc-employment as per the provisions of 
Indian Railway Establishment Manual and as per ihe Act. 
ft is also stated that after retrenchment the worker re¬ 
mained unemployed and is suffering fi’om much hardship, 
mental agony and financial loss. 

3. The management opposes the claim of the worker. 
According to the management the worker had worked 
under Inspector oi works construction, Kollam from 
19-5-1976 for 173-112 days' and she has never worked in 
open line a^ claimed^ Her service;^ were teimlnated w.e.f, 
19-11-76 due to completion of work. The engagement of 
retrenched casual labourers durmg 1990 etc. is based on 
the seniority list of rclrcnched casual labourers which Is 
prepared consequent on the decision of the Supreme Court 
in Indcr Pal Yadav Case in respect of casual labourers 
retrenched after 1-1-1981. Subsequently another list waa 
also prepared as per the direction of the Supreme Court 
for casual labourers who had been retrenched prior to 
1-1-1981 and desire to claim the benefit of re’emplcyment 
scheme. The management has given chance to such casual 
labourers to register the names before 31-3-1987 as per the 
directions of the Supreme Court. But the worker failed to 
register her name before 31-3-1987. Every re engagement 
according to requirement was made from the list oT casual 
labourers retrenched on or after 1-1-1981 as per the 
directions of the Supreme Couiv- ^Thereafter the two lists 
were merged as per the order of the CenlrAl yVdministratlVe 
Tribunal (CAT) in OA. No, 1706|9t dated 19-6-1996. 
The worker is not entitled to come under the scheme as 
she has failed to register her name by 31-3-1987. The 
management has not violated See. 25(4) of the Act, CAT 
has upheld the decision of management in rejecting the 
claim of Sri Surendra Panickei on the basis that the appli¬ 
cation for Tcgistr.Vion was received after 31-3-1987. Lite 
claim of the worker is iUegal and nnlustiflable. 

4. The worker examined herself ns WWl. Exts. to W8 
have been marked her side. The Senior Personnel Ins¬ 
pector of Southern Rail7ay, Trivandrum has given evidence 
as MWl on the side of management. Exts. Ml tc M8 
have also been marked in support of the case of manage¬ 
ment. 

5. Admittedly the worker bad worked under the manage¬ 
ment though according to the management she has not 
worked in the open line huf only under the Inspector, 
construction. Ext. W1 casual labour service card is admitted 
ly issued to the worker and as per that she had worked 
as woman khalrtsi From 19-5-1976 to 12--11-1979 with short 
breaks. It is also nop ‘disputed that the management has 
evolved schem.c to give re 6mploVment ' to such cnsiinl 
labourers in accordance with vacancy and she is also elL 
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gible to be considered for such re-cinployment. But 
according to the management the worker has not applied 
for registering her name before 31-3-1987 and hence her 
name was not included in the list prepared by the manage¬ 
ment for casual labourers who were retrenched qfter 
1-1-1981 and other casual labourers retrenched prior to 
1-1-1981. No doubt the workcE has not applied for regis¬ 
tering her name before 3I-3-19S7. Jlut according to her 
she was not aware of the preparation of list of such re¬ 
trenched workers and the directions of the Supreme Court. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in Inder Pal Yadav 
Case and the subsequent decision metipned in the wrihen 
statement of management are not made available to this 
Tribunal to understand the exact position. According to 
the mauagemont they, have published the notice in their 
varioiia oflfices and also in newspaper. MWl has deposed 
that such notiflcatioii was issued m the Division Olhees of 
the Railway on 10-3-3987 and 16-3-1987 and also in news¬ 
paper. According this witness about 3000 w’Orkeis 
accordingly applied for legistration. The management has 
not produced the copy of such notification or the news¬ 
paper, cutting. There nothing to show that management 
has given necessary publicity regarding the pieparatiun of 
such a list and giving opportunity to the re'Lrenched casual 
labourers for registering their names. Therefore the con 
tension that the management- has duly published the notice 
giving opportunity to Ific worker cannot-be accepted. Her 
definite case is tha, sne was not aware of any such notifi¬ 
cation and she came to know of such re-employment only 
when Smt. Aiiandavally and Smt. Pankajakshy were ro- 
employed by the management. Therefore the contention 
of the management- that the worker failed to register her 
name before 31-3-1987 though the management has afford¬ 
ed sufficient oppori unity by issuing notification and 
hence she is not entitled to get re-employment is only to be 
rejected. 

6. The worker as WWi has categoricaliy deposed that she 
was not aware ot the notiticaiJJji allegedly issued by the 
management and also the paper pubhcaiioii icgaiding regist¬ 
ration of her name before the cut otf data._According to her 
she has submnted Jdxt. W2 and W3 representations for re¬ 
engagement. Ext. W2 is dated lO-8*19bU requesting for re¬ 
engagement as per Railway Establishment Manual, Accord¬ 
ing to the management Ext. W2 was never received by the 
management. But M\V1, the Senior Personnel Inspector, 
examined on the side of the raanagement has not specifi¬ 
cally denied receipt of Ext. W2. On the other hand this 
witness has only pleaded Ignorance about receipt of Ext. 
W2. No doubt the worker has not produced the postal re¬ 
ceipt or acknowledgement, ot any other document to prove 
that Ext. W2 was Lent to the management. But MWl has 
not denied receipt of Ext, W2 and the managemenr has not 
produced (he Misceilaaeous registers where entiies are made 
with regard to letters received by the management. The 
explanation of MWl for the not; production is that the periotl 
of such registers is only foi three years. But ho has no. stated 
that the relevant register had been destroyed and not avail¬ 
able and hence it could no-t be produced. So long as MWl 
has not denied receipt of Ext. W2 and not produced the 
relevant registers the statement of \VWI rejjarding issuance 
of Ext. W2 is only to be accented particularly when there are 
no reasons to disbelieve WWl. It is tine that Ext. W2 
was sent not in accordance with any call made by the manage¬ 
ment or notification issued for re-engagement of casual 
labourers. But ihe worker lia.i made a specific request as 
per Ext, W2 for i e-engagcmtnt and bonce it should have 
been considered by :he management for registratiorl particu¬ 
larly on the ground that the worker is only a poor schetfuled 
caste retrenched casual labourer. Admitted)v the manage^ 

ment has received Ext. 413 representation from ihe worker 
for rc-cngagement. No doubt Ext. W3 i>, dated 25-2-1995 
long after the cut olT date of 31-3-1987, but Ext. W3 proves 
the requirement of employment for the worker. ft is also 
noticeanlo that rhe management has not responded Ext. W3 
informing the worker that he' request cannot be considered 
since she failed lo iiaRister her name before 31-3-1987. Fur¬ 
ther the management has admittedly ao^ responded to the 
notices from labour authorities on the basis of the dispute 
raised by ^he worker. The management has not participated 
in the conciliation conference^ con\^ned by the labour 
authorities. Such negative attitude of the management also 
shows that the rnanagement purposely V/imtcd to avoid the 


workei from giving employment and llkit ihe management 
has prepaicd tfie list wltluut duly publishing the matter and 
including the names of persons in whose cases the officials 
of management are interested as pleaded by the woricr. 
The evidence of WWl supported by Ext. W2, W.1 and the 
other circiirqstanccs mentioned above fully siippuit the case 
of the worker for not registering her n.ime before 31-3-1987 
and that the management has purposely avoided her name 
for giving re-employmenl. 

7. As stated eailier the objection oi the mauagemeut is 
that the worker has not registered her name before 31-3-1987 
and hence her claim for re-employment cannot be considered 
There is no dispute that the manageiiicni has prepared a list 
of casual workers for re-engagement and there was cut off 
dale for legistration. But it is no proved tliai the manage- 
moni^ has duly published the preparation of list of employees 
and the cut off date. MWl has deposed that ihc munoge- 
ment has published notice in the Divisional Offices and in 
the newspaper. But it is not proved by producing copy of 
any such notification. Reliance was placed on Exls. Ml 
lo M8 in support of the case of management ns deposed by 
MWl. Ext. Ml Is paper notification dated 28-6-1998. That 
notification Is regarding recruitment of employees from tlic 
list already prepared which has nothing to do wii-h the 
present dispute and the worker has made request odmiltedly 
in 1995. Exts, M2, M3 and M5 are copies of letters addres¬ 
sed to the General Managers from the Railway Board dated 
11-9-1986 which uie regarding scheme granting temporary 
status to project casual labourers and maintaining a seniority 
list. Ext, M4 is ;opv of It I ter addressed to the General 
Managers from the Railway Board regarding maintenance 
of casual labour register. These letters are issued to the 
subordinate ofllcers from the Railway Boaid and even Ihe 
management has no case that the worker had any opportu¬ 
nity to know about these letters. Further these are regard¬ 
ing terms of employment of casual labourers. Hence Exts. 
M2 to M5 will not support the case of niauagcment. Ext. 
M6 is copy of the order of CAT in OA. No. 1340/94 dated 
4-10-1992 dismissing tho petition of the worker claiming 
regular!sation of service. That dismissal was not on merit 
and the worker was permitted to move the labour authorities. 
Ext, M7 is also copy of order of CAT is OA 1706/94 daied 
19-6-1996 on a petition filed by Sri Rajan, In the case the 
question considered was regarding reengagement of casual 
labour who were retrenched after 1-Fl981 m preference to 
those retrenched before FM981. Ext. M6 and M7 ordenj 
have no application i i tho present dispnte. Ext. M8 is copy 
of order of CAT in C.A, No, 1295/96 dated 31-1-1997 filed 
by Sri Surendra Panicker. Tii that case the petitioner made 
representation on 4-4-1987 for Inclusion of his name In the 
casual labour register for re-engagement. That petition was 
dismissed as he had made his representation beyond 31-3-1987. 
It is not clear from Ext. MS order as to whelhei the petition¬ 
er in that case was nv/arc of the cui' off date and then 
delayed his request. Tliereforc Ext. M8 also according to 
me has no application here. 


8. As held by me above it is clearly establisheo that tbn 
worker conJd not register her name before 31-3-1987 for re¬ 
engagement due to I ho reasons beyond her control, fhere- 
foro she is eligible lOr getting her name registered in the 
list of employees for l e engagement. However since the 
worker has not applied for registration before 31-3-1987 and 
the management bus already prepared a list and also re¬ 
engagement is gofng on from (he list, It is not pioper to 
include the name of the worker ignoring the seniority of 
other employees already registered. It is noticeable that the 
management has not completed le-engagemenr of employees 
from the list and the list is still alive. Hence 
on a consideration of ihe totality ot circumstHiices and also 
to meet the ends of justice particulnrly on the ground that 
Ihe worker is a poor schecliiM cast unemployed woman it is 
only proper and necessary to include the name of the worker 
in the list kept and maintained by the management as the 
last name, 1 am taking this view on the ground that by in- 
clnding the name of me worker in the relevant list and by 
giving re-engagement to her no prejudice and hardship will 
be caused lo other candfilates in the list and also to the 
management. The management is accordingly cllrecied to 
do so. 





9, In thp result, an award is passed holding that the Rail¬ 
way Adminlsitalion 1 acted illegally and unjustifiably in 
denying re-cmploymciH lo the woman khalasi Smt* K. Mani 
and hence she is entitled to be registered in the relevant 
list of employees and to pet re-emplcymcnt.

This is an industrial dispute between the management of 
Defence Security Corps Centre, Kannur and its workmen 
represented by the Sccretaiy, N.C.C. Group Run Canteen 
Employees Association, West Hill, Barracks, Callicut regard¬ 
ing the justifiability of the termination of service of the 
workman by the management which is referred for adjudi¬ 
cation to this couit tjv Order No L-14011/2/95-TRfDU) of 
Ministry of Labour^ Govemment of India, New Delhi. 
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2. The Secretary of the union lile<j a daim statement 
contending thus -The workers are engaged in the Unit 
Run Canteen Centre of Defence Security Corps, Kannur by 
the management troin 1982-83 onwards Their dates of 
joining duty and designations are shown in the annexuie 
attached to the statement; The canteen is run by the Defence 
^curity Corps for <hc menlbers of the unit and also for 
Ex-servicemem The workers w'ere neither paid wages on 
any scale nor dearness allowance, house rent allowance etc. 
A consolidated amount was paid as wages. In the original 
appointment oiders of some of the workers it is stated that 
they would be on piobation for 3 months. After 3 months 
they were inform^ that they have satisfactorily toinpletcd 
proimtion and that ihdr pay k fixed* In ihe appointment 
order of the worker Rohejja Bcevi no period of pro¬ 

bation was mentioned. She was informed that her appoint' 
ment was lempoinry. All the workers were working in the 
establishment of ^he management for more than 240 days 
uninterruptedly. The management without any reason de¬ 
nied employment to ihe woikcrs during the month December 
1993, January and Tebruaiy, 1994. The dates of their 
termination from service are mentioned in the annexure 
attached to the claim statement. The establishment of the 
management is an industry and the workers are workers as 
defined in thcj Industrial Disputes Act, When he manage¬ 
ment] prevented the workers from joining any trade unions 
the workers filed U. P. 2849/l989-»L before the High Court 
and the High Court held that the workers are entitled to be 
the membeis of the unions. Thereafter, the manugemcul 
compelled the workers to sign in application forms after a 
period of 89 days initially and, later, after a period of 59 
days. The workers filed 0*A* 1869/93 before the Central 
Administrative fribunal against this praclicc of management* 
While the matter was pending, conciliation proceedings were 
initiated. Directing (he management to appear before the 
Conciliation Officer vho O.A* was closed by the Central Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunal, Ihercafter ^ alleging that the workoi 
Smt, Occlha Asok produced some confidential dociunenis 
before tho; Central Administrative Tribunal in the O.P. the 
management without conducting an enquiry teiminated hci 
service. The action of the management terminating the >^r- 
vice of the workers is illegal and unjustified. Therefore, the 
management may be directed to reinstate them in -service 
with continuity of service, back wages flJ^d other attendant 
benefits* 


3. The management filed a statement contending thus : — 
This court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate upon the dispute 
referred. The Commandant, Defence Security Corps Centre, 
Kannur is an Officer of Jndiati Army subject to Army Act, 
1950 and Defence Secur'ty Corps is a Corps as defined in 
the said Act The actions—activities of the Commandant 
in discharge of his official duties of Defence Security Corps 
Centre including the management of Unit Run Can eons can¬ 
not be questioned under the InduistriaJ Disputes Act as provid¬ 
ed in Rule 187 of Chapter 7 of Army Rules 1954. Further, De¬ 
fence Security Corps Centre is not an industry as defined in 
Section 2(j) of the Industrial Disputes Act. Unit Run Can¬ 
teen of Defence Security Corps Centre is an establishment 
under the Central Government and therefore is not covered 
by the Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act. 
TTiat apart, the union represents N.C.C. Group Unit Run 
Canteen, Defence Security Corps and N-C.C. ore totally 
different organisations. Defence Security Corps Centre Unit 
Run Canteen arc not in any wry connected with the N.C.C. 
Group Unit, Run. Canteen. The workers were engaged on 
casual basis. All the workers except Mrs, Geetha Asok 
abandoned their work* Mrs. Geetha Asok was terminated 
from, service for some misconducts committed by her by 
order dated March 8, 1994: She had filed appeal before 
the Appellate Authority, the Commandeer, Tamil Nadu 
and Kerala Sub Area. Madras who dismissed the 
same by order dated August 11, 1994, Therefor?, 
Mrs Geetha Asok is estopped from questioning 
the validity of thci order of management terminating her 
from,service. The workers and one Miss. P. Prabhavathy 
filed O.A. 1867|93 before the Central Administrntiye Tri¬ 
bunal, Emakulam on October 31, 1993 in which the 
Regional Joint Labour Comn^ssioner (C). Ernakiilarn was 
made a parly and the Central Administrative Tribunal 
directed the managemenl to appear before the Regional 
Joint Labour Conunlssloner for conciliation. But the said 
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fact docs not show diat this court has jurisdiction to 
adjudicate upon this dispute* The workers mvolved in this 
dispute are engaged only on casual basis, When, their 
term was about lo expire the Officer in-chai;;gc of Unit Run 
Canteen submitted a i.ote iu tho relevant file on July 27, 
1993 to rc-engage 9 of the workers. Smt. Qeetha Asok 
illegally took a copy of that note sheet and produced it iin 
the O.A. 1867|93 before the Central Administrative. Tri¬ 
bunal. A memo wu^ issued lo her asking her explanation. 
Enraged by this the workers refused to work on December 
24, 1993. Therefore, the service of Ocelha Asok was 
terminated by order dated December, 31, 1993. Memos 
were also issued to other 10 woikers. On March, 10, 1994 
the management conducted an interview for engagement of 
sates girls on casual basis on a consolidated salary of 
Rs. 9001- per month. Seven of the workers were directed to 
report before March 25, 1994, None of them turned up* 
4 ncicforc alternative arrangements were made to run the 
canteen. One worker Miss. Prabhavathy submitted on 
explanation and acceptijig ficr explanation she was allowed 
to join duty on May 6, 1994, The \vorkers being casual 
employees the management it entitled to engage any per¬ 
sons of their choice* Thcref'>re the workers are not entitled 
to of the reliefs prayed for, 

4. The union filed *1 rejoinder denying the allegations 
in the statement of maniigement and lunher contending 
thus :— Tho Commandant is a party lo this proceedings 
not in his personal capacity but as (he management ot 
unit Run Canteens. Jhcretorc this court has jurisdiction 
lo adjudicate upon ilic dispute referred. The circular dated 
Febiiiarv IB, 1995 of Headquaiters makes it clear that all 
Unit Run Canteens are private undertakings and their funds 
are non governmental funds and that the Unit Run Cun- 
lecns are governed under the provisions of Shops and 
Commercial Establisliments Act- of th^ respective States. 
Therefore, the management cannot noW contend that the 
Unit Run Canteen is nor an industry as defined in the 
Industrial Disputes Act. The union is a registered trade 
ulon* All the employees of Unit Run Canteens are mem¬ 
bers of this union. Therefore (his union has every right to 
represent the workers. Smt. Geeth.i Asok was terminated 
from service on false charges. In the O.P. filed by Mrs. 
Geetha Aisok^ the Central Administrative Tribunal has 
opined that the oixler of management t^rininating the ser¬ 
vice of Mrs. Goclha /Vsok is an unintcUectual ofder and 
asked her to file appeal against that order. Though she 
filed an appeal to the Appellate Authority It was dismissed. 
This court has ample power to consider whether the re¬ 
moval from service of Mrs. Cicciha Asok, is justified and 
also to consider whether the Appellate Authority has com¬ 
plied with the principles of natural justice. The workers 
being permanent workers denial of employment to them 
by management is unjustified and illegal* Therefore the 
woriters are entiOed to be reinstated in service. 

5. The maagement filed a reply to the rejoinder of the 
union denying the allegations in the rcjoindei. 

6. The following point?) arise for consideration — 

(1) Whether the reference is maintainable? 

(2) Whether this Court has jurisdiction to entertain 
the dispute referred ? 

(3) Whether the termination of the seiylce of the work¬ 
ers by raanugement is Justified ? 

(4) Whether the dismissal of the worker Smt. Geetha 
Ashok by the management is Justified 7 

(5) If not, what aie (he reliefs to which the workers 
are entitled to 7 

7. WWl to WW3 were cxamiticd and Exts. Wl to W45 
were marked for the union. MWl and MW2 were examined 
and tos. Ml to MI7 were produced by the Tnanagemcnt 

8. Point Nos, 1 aud 2 :—The case of the workers repre¬ 
sented by their union as testified by workers Mrs. Sajitha 
and Mrs. Goelha Asok as WWl and WW2 respectively and 
the General Secretary of the union as WW3 Is that the 13 
workers involved in Tiis dispute are the cmplovecs of the 
Unit Run Canteen of Defence Security Corps Centre, Kan- 
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nur, that ihe manogcmen without any reason tetminated 
their services and that ihereforc the jtitltTfl^emtent niuy be 
directed to reinstate ihem in iieivice with continuity at ser^ 
vice and other attendant bencfiis* The management fs the 
Commandant of the Defence Security Corps Centre, Kanpur 
who is also the Chairman ol the Committee for runntnR the 
Unk Run Canteen. The management mainly contended toat 
this Court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate the dispute refer¬ 
red on the ground that the Commandant, Defence Security 
Corps Centre, Kannur is an Officer of the Indian Army to 
whom the provisions of Army Ac^ 1950 arc applicable, and 
Defence Security Corps Centre, Kannur is a Corps as de¬ 
fined therein, that the actions -activities ot < ommanarnt in 
discharge of his official duties of Defence Security Corps m- 
cluding management of Unit Run Canteen , 

under Rule 187 of Chapter 7 of Army Rules 1954 which 
cannot be questioned under Industrial Disputes Act. 
management further contended lhat Unit Run Canteen of De¬ 
fence Security Corps Centre h: an establlshrnent under Cent¬ 
ral Govt, and that therefore is not covered by Kerala Shops 
and Commercial Establishments Act. The counsel for manage¬ 
ment'further argued that the Unit Run Canteen of the mana- 
uement is not an industry as defined in Section 2(j) of Indust¬ 
rial Disputes Act, that explanation 6 to Clause (j) of In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Act exempts the severeign functionaries 
which includes the Defence Services and its Officers from 
the purview of he Industrial Disputes Act. For the fol¬ 
lowing reasons I am inclined to hold that management can/- 
Tio'- cliiim protection under Army Act and Army Rules and 
that the Unii Run Canieetis of management is an idnsirv as 
defined in Section 2fi) » l' Imlustrlal Disputes Ad to which 
the provisions of Indusifml Disputes Act as well as the 
Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act apply. 


9. Firstly, in Ext. Wl, the copy of Circular dated Febiuary 
24, 1995 issued by ihe management, it is made clear lhat 
all* the Unit Run Canteens are private undertakings o'f the 
Units and their funds :ire non-povei rrmc^d fuds, (hat the 
Army Headquarters have no Adm'nisfralivc Control over the 
Civilian Employees of Unit Run Canteen? and that the emp¬ 
loyees of Unit Run Canteens arc not government servants. I 
is further made clear in Fxl. Wl that thr Unit Run Cantec.ns 
arc covered under the Jliop? and Commercial Establishments 
Act of various States in which Unit Run C^^itteens are locat¬ 
ed The management has no caie that the circular Ext. Wl 
was not issued by ihem. Except the Interested version of 
MWl who was the then Subehdar Clerk of Defence Secnrftv 
Corps Office. Kannur there is no ,evidcncc to show that he 
Unit Run Canteen is a unit of Indian Army Either MWl^ 
or MW2, the Accounts and Administrative Officer of DSC 
Centre, Kannur have a case that the frets stated in Ext Wl 
are no*' correct. Therefore I am inclin.'d to accept .xt, Wi 
and bold that the Unit Run Canteen of Defence Seciui^V 
Corns Centre. Kannur i« a private undertaking to Avhich the 
provisions of Indus^ri il Disputes Act as wcU as Kerala 
Shops and Commercial ^ Establishments ^ct eppFes 


10. Secondly, the Commandant of DSC Ccnl^e, Kc-.nnut 
Is made a party to ihis dimute not in his personal cnpaclty 
as a Commandant, but us the Chairman of the Mann gin 
Committee of the Unit Rdfi Cntecns. The crtun5;el for mnn i- 
vement argued tha* there is no committee as Canteen Cot^- 
mittce or Chairman of the alleged committee. Rut 1V1V?, 
the Accounts and .Admin’dralive Officer of DSC 
Kannur admitted when cross-examined that i is pn-1 
in “Standing! Operotinq Procedure” that a committee will run 
the canteen and that pinit nm canteen nt DvSC C^n're. 
Kannur is beine run by suen a committee, ft 1^ clear from 
the above rdmic«ion of lVfW2 that there is a committee to 
manace the affairs of unit run canteen and lhat ihc Com¬ 
mandant is its Chairman. That beine so. the m'uiacemcnT 
cannot claim nro cction under the Army Act or claim exemu’ 
fion under explanation 6 of clause of Industrial Di ,piPcs 
Act. 

11, lastly, in n similar case in Raian Nair vs. General 
Manager. Indian Naval Canteen Serviced. Bonibav and 
other:' fl98^ KIT S. N. Case No. T) following the princi¬ 
ples laid down ip Bangalore Water Supply Case (AIR 1978 
S r, 5.tR) if been h'‘ld that Indian Naval Canteen Ser¬ 
vice is an Industry as defined in Section 2fj) of Intlustria^ 
Disputes Act. The same principle npnlic.s to the facts of 
the present case. Ha vine recard to ill these fac's and cir¬ 
cumstances I hold that the Unit Run Canteen of 
Centre, Kannur is an industry as defined In Section 2(j) 


of industrial Disputes Act to which the proyittions of Kerala 
Shops and Commercial Establishments Act ^pply^ that the 
management is nv)L exempted under Explanation 6 of Clause 
(jj of Industrial Disputes Act and ihaf the management is 
also not entitled to claim pmtection under Army Act and 
Army Rule^j. It follow.s lhat thk court has jurisdlcTiOn lO 
adjudicate upon the dispute referred And lhat the reference 
is maintainable. 

12. Point No. 3 :—It is next contended by the manage¬ 
ment that even if the canteen run by the management is 
treated as the industry as defined in Setion 2(j) of Industrial 
Disputes Act the termination of the service of the workers 
cannot be treated retrenchment in violation of the pro¬ 
visions of Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes Ac as they 
did not work continuously for a period of 240 days during 
n period of one calendar year. According to the manage¬ 
ment the workers aie appointed only for a period of 89 
days, that thereafter they uie appomied afiesh and that there¬ 
fore the period during which they worked in the service of 
the management has to be treated aj, different periods each 
one independent of the other os if they are iresh appoiiltcfe'ii 
under each order of the management. There Is nO force 
in the above contention. For the following rea’^ons I am 
inclined to hold that the tcmilnation of the service of the 
workers are unjustified as thev have worked continuously 
for a period of 240 "lays in n calendar ye^i and also os the 
management has not complied with fhe provisions of Section 
25F of tho fndnstrial Disputed Act 

n. Ext, W2 to W14 are the copies of appointment orders 
of the workers. Exts, VV2 to Wll arc the copies of ap¬ 
pointment! orders of Mrs, F.V. ‘Geetha Asok'/Mrs. M,V. 
Pushpa Balakrishnan, Mrs, jeeja Sasindran, Mrs/Suma Mohan, 
Mrs. Sobhana Piakash. Mrs. Usha Chris y, Mrs. Mary 
James, Mrs. Sheela Unnikrishnant Mrs. Sajitha AJithkumar 
and Mrs. Swamalatha Surondran respectively (worker Nos. 

I to 10). Nothing IS stated In Ext. W2 to Wll that these 
workers are appointed only for 89 days. Whut is stated 
therein is that the appointments will be prubationaiy for 89 
days or 3 months and that thereafter their pay will be 
fixed. No documents wore produced by the management to 
show that after 3 mo^ilhs they were terminated from service 
and again appointed afresh. Exts. W12 to WI4 are the 
copies of appointment ordeis of the workers Mrs. Prcifia 
Sreenivasan, Miss. P ^suchilhra and Miss. Rahcejn Beevi 
(worker Nos. 11 to 13). In Ext. W12 to WI4 ft is slated 
that the appointment is only for 89 days. But management 
did not produce any document To show that these workers 
were terminated from act vice aflet 89 days. Tho above 
workers were appointed on 27-1U1982, 31-8-1982, 20^2>-’1986, 
15-10-1982, 2711-1982, 6-1-1983 16-7-1993, ,2543-1988, 

I0-1M988, 25-11-1988, 8-7-1991 13-4-1992 And 23^4^1992 

respectively and were terminated from service on 30-l'2-1993, 
27-1-1994, 3M-1994, 28-1-1994, 29-1-1994, 29-1-1994, 

29-1-1994, 2-2-1994, l-2-!994, ?(FI-1994, 24 11-1993, 

I2-I-1994 and 12-U1994 respectively which is not disputed 
by the management. No documents were produced by the 
management t’o shoV that at any time prior to thfe^ above 
mentioned date of tenninalion from service their services 
were terminated and th^^y v^eie appoihted afresh. It is clear 
from all these that worker Nos. 1 to 10 are appointed as 
permanent workers and worker Non. TI lo 13 are appointed 
as temporary workers in the canteen of the management at 
Kannur. that thev v^cre denied employment on the dates men¬ 
tioned above and tlial they were workiiiq continuously from 
fhe date of appointmOnr fill they were denied employment. 
It foPows that they were working conTinuonsIy ft>r more 
than 240 days in a year as provided in Sechon 25B of the 
Industrial Disputes Art and arc entitled 'o the b*meflts of 
Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

13. There is another aspect. Even- if th^.cjise of 

Ihe management that the workers were t(^mma»t*d from 
s.^ivice af er 89 days and were rc-appointed afresh is accept¬ 
ed as true, even then it has to he held that ihev were in 
continuous service as provided in Section 25B of the JftdusK 
Diynn^rfl Act In a similar case in Raian Nair vs. G.M 
I S. (19S4 Kl I R55) a temporary employee was terminated 
fr m service and he 'wa-c; ic-apnointed with a break of 2 days 
wh'rcin it ha': betm he^d In thui case fh'if the ordev of re- 
nr-om<mnnt would show' that the department wanted to 
rontipiie him in service unintcrruntedlv rr>d thnf he h'is to 
be held to be in continuous :er\’ice for the purpose of this 
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Act. .Vojpling the above principle in the present ease I 
hold that even if the case of the management that the work¬ 
ers were appointed only for day; and thereafter they aie 
appointed ntresh has In be accep cd the workers have to be 
held to be in continuous service as provided in Section 25B 
of Industrial Disputes Act. 

15. Next it has to be considered whether the denial of 
employment lo the workers by the management is jusljfled, 

J have found that the Vvoikcrs 1 to 10 arc permanent workers 
and worker Nos. 11 to !3 are temporary workers. Rcticnch- 
ment of an employee whether permanent or temporary with' 
out complying with Ih^' piovisions of Section 25F is invalid 
and unjustified as held m Chief Engineer vs, Natesan (1973 
IT LLJ 446). T'he dismissal of an employee without con¬ 
ducting an enquiry and without recording nny reason for 
dispensing with the enquiry is also Illcfjal and invalid as 
held by Supreme Couit in Workmen of Hindustan Steels Ltd. 
V. Hindustan Steels Lld.> (1985 1 LLJ 267). In the present 
case admittedly the management has not complied with the 
provision® of {Action 25F of Industrial Dispute^ Act before 
terminating the service of the workeri:. Neither any mis¬ 
conducts were alleged against them, except against worker 
No. 1 Mrs, Gectha Ashok nor any domestic enquiry conducted. 
Therefor©, T hold that the termination of the service of the 
workers by the mamgement is unjustified and iBcgal. 

16. Point No. 4 :—Tn the case of worker Smt. Gectha 
Ash<^, the case of the managmenc is that she has commi(ted 
the misconduct of taking away copies of certain office files 
without permission from the authorities and produced it 
before the Central .\dminisirathe Tribunal in the O.P. filed 
herself and other workers and that she was dismissed from 
service after having found guilty of the charges levelled 
against her in a domestic enquiry conducted against her bv 
order dated December 30 1993 Ext, M3 is the copy of 
the said Order. But the file relattlig to the alleged domestic 

enquiry conducted and the report of the Enquiry Officer 
arc not produced by the management to consider whether 
a proper domestic enciuiry was conducted against the 
worker Smt. Geetha Ashok. The management ha® also 
not chosen to examine the Enquiry Officer as a witness to 
show that a domestic enquiry wa^ conducted against the 
worker Smt. Gcctha Ashok or to show that he has complied 
with the principles of natural justice in conducting the 
alleged domestic enquiry, Mrs. Gectha Ashok challenged 
the order Ext. M3 before the Central Administrative Tri¬ 
bunal* Ernakulam by filinR O. P- 381(1994, The Central 
Administrative Tribunal by order dated March 8, 1994 
found that the order Ext. M3 is unintelligible and directed 
her to appeal against that order before the Appellate Autho¬ 
rity. ExL M8 is the copy of the order of Appellate Autho¬ 
rity (Commandant, Tamil Nadu and Kerala Sub Area) 
dated August 11, 1994. Ext. M2 is the copy of the show 
cause notice to the worker Mrs. Geetha Ashok dated 
December 18, 1993. Ext. M4 is the copy of reply sent by 
union dated December 23, 1993. Relying on Ext. M2, 
Ext. M4 and Ext, M8 the counsel for management argued 
that proper domestic enquiry was conducted Against the 
workei^ Smt. Geetha Ashok. I am unable to agree. The 
order of the Appellate Authority cannot be treated a® 
report of the Enquiry Officer. Even before the Appellate 
Authority no document^ were produced or any witness exa¬ 
mined bv the management. Even the finding of the Appel¬ 
late Authority is that the worker has become unreliable nnd 
that therefore she hog to be removed from service. There 
is no finding by the Appellate Authority that ^he worker 
committed the misconduct alleged against her. Having re¬ 
gard to all these facts and circumstances T hold that no 
proper domestic enquiry was conducted against the vvorker 
Smt. Gectha Ashok. Tt follows that the dismissal of the 
said worker from service has to be held ns flloqul nnd 
invalid nnd has consequendy to be set aside. 


17. Point No, 5:—As T have found that the termination 
of the service of the worker i‘. illegal, invalid and unjusti¬ 
fied thev are entitled to be reinstated in service with c^nli- 
nuitv of service and other attendant benefits. As rgards 
back wages the management has no cas; tHn^ the worker^ 
were cainfullv emplovcd els’^wherf' during tt'e reri^'d th-^^ 
were kept out of emplovment. Therefor.’ they are entitled 
to bnekwaps frofn the date of termination from service til] 


the date of reinstatement at the rate of last drawn Wages. 
It is admitted that me workers were paid consolidated 
amount as salary and diat their pay has not been fixed. 
After reinstatement the workcig arc enVitled to the salary 
of rcgiilur employees. 

18. In the result, an award is passed holding that the 
termination of the service of the worker® including that of 
Mrs. Oectlia Ashok is unjustified. The management shall 
reinstate them in service wUh continuity of service and 
other attendant benefits within one month from the date of 
publication of this award in the official gazette. Ihey arc 
entitled to back wages from the date of termination of their 
service till reinstatement at the rate of last drawn wages. 
14ie management shall cay the arrears of wages within one 
month from the date of publication of (his award in the 
official gazette failing which the workers arc entitled tO' 
interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum from this date 
till realisation.

AWARD 

1. The Central Government by its order dated 
10^1-1994 has referred the following dispute bet¬ 
ween the management of Telecommunication, Dis¬ 
trict Manager, Kolhapur and their workman for ad¬ 
judication by fhis Tribunal, 

“Whether the action of the management[depart- 
ment of the Telecom Dist, Manager^Kolha- 
pur Telephone Bhavan, Tarabai Park Kolha¬ 
pur, fM.S.), Pm-416003 and the Sub- 

Divisional Officer, Phones, Kolhapur in 
stopping from services to Shri Rajaram 
K. Gjirulc Ex-Mazdoor of Subi-Divisional 
Officer Phones, Kolhapur resident of vill¬ 
age Gadmudshingi, Gandhinagar (VTA), 
Kolhapur-416119 w.e.f, 1-6-1985 and even 
not giving him an opportunity to be taken 
back on duty as per the Scheme framed 
by Director General of Telecommunication, 
New Delhi on 7th November, 1989 for re¬ 
employment dt casual mazdoor is proper 
legal and justified ? If not, to what relief 
the Workman is entitled to 

2. The workman in his daim statement contends 
as follows,—^The workman first party was a casual 
ma^^dooT on daily wages basis from April, 1983 to 
May, 1985 under party No. 2, He has put in a 
service of 119 days in 1983, 274 days in 1984 and 


63 days in 19^5. The second partyjemployer hait 
terminated the service of first party on 1-6-1985 
without any reason or serving notice or offer¬ 

ing any notJKc pay, RelreBohment compensation 
was also not paid. The tc/mination of the worker is 
therefore, in violation of the Provisions of section 
25-F, 25-G atid 2'5-N of the I,D. Act, The second 
party has not followed the principle of ‘lust come 
first go*. Work is available with the second party. 
First party is not shown to be surplus. The termi¬ 
nation of the fesrt party affected with some ifl-will, 
is not in good faith and it is by way of victimisation. 
Hie same is therefore, liable to be set aside. The 
First fvarty has not been issited with a oftfl letter as 
per the scheme for absoH^tiou of casual feibour and 
grant of temporary status to them. The irst party 
has tbei'efore., raised a dispute. After conciliatioor 
the Asstt, Lal3our Commissioner, filed his failure re¬ 
port and hence this reference. The workman prays 
for an order of reinstatement with back v/ages 
other benefits. 

3, The Second party in their written statement con¬ 
tends briefly as foIlows.^—“The First party worked 
with the Second party as casual labour only for 104 
days from April, 1983 to July, 1983, His claijn 
that he has put in a service of 456 days is not cor¬ 
rect. The First pmrty left the job on Iiis own 
accord and abandoned the service of the second 
party. Elie aflegation that the Second party termi¬ 
nated the service of the Fir5^t nnrv is not correct. As 
per the scheme, the Casual Mazdoor should have 
been currently working and he should have been 
employed prior to 30-3-1985 and he should have 
worked for 240 days during the continuous 12 
Calendar months- The First party has not fulfilled 
the above three requirements. He i?, therefore, not 
entitled to temporary status. The rcierencc is to be 
rejected. 

4. The point for consideration is whether the first 
party employee is entitled to an order of reinstate¬ 
ment with back wages and other benefits. 

The Point.—It is the specific ca.se of the workman 
that he had put in a service of 456 days as^a casual 
under the second party and his services were termi¬ 
nated from 01-6-1985 without any reason or notice 
or payment of notice pay or retrenchment compensa¬ 
tion and therefore, he is entitled to an order of re¬ 
instatement. It is also the case of the workman tliat 
the second party has not issued the call letter to him 
for giving the status of temporary worker as per the 
scheme drawn by them for absoibtion of casual 
labourers. The second party contends that tiie first 
party has worked under them as a casual for 104 
days in the year 1983 from April, 1983 to July, 
1983 and he has abandoned his work all of a 
sudden and there is no question of any termination 
of service by the employer. They have also con¬ 
tended that the workman has not satisfied the three 
requirements for seeking tem^rary status, aa pdr 
the scheme framed by them. The workman examla'- 
ed himself as WW-1 and the management has exa- 
mmed a Sub-Divisional Engineer in their oflSee aff 
MW-1 in the support of their respective cascfl. 
WW-1 in h'is affidavit has stated that even theng^ 
he has put in service of 456 days Under the second 
party from 1983 to 1985 his services were temawiat- 
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cd w.e.f. 01^6-1985 Without any tMSon oi* issuing 
any notice or paying notice pay or retrenohinent 
cosfiipeftsatlon and therefore, he is entitled to an 
OWfcf qf reinstatement. Diiritig cross-examination 
WW'l has admitted that his name finds a place in 
the muster roll produced hy the management for 
the months April, 1983 to July, 1983 and the rear 
side of the muster roll a1*o shows his Signature. Jt 
having received his salary for the above period. It 
is admitted Iw him that he had seen the- copies of 
tho muster roll of the employer from May, 1984 to 
April, 1985 and in this muster roll bis name docs 
not find a place. There is no explanation ^ven by 
the worker as to why his name does not, did not 
find, a place in the muster roll maintained by the 
employer from May, 1984 onwards. The manage¬ 
ment witness has stated that even though there is 
no register maintained by any worker, in their own 
interest they are required to maintain a diary and 
in the ■'iary maintained by the worker the Sub- 
Inspector has not initialled. The worker who has 
produced the original of the diary said to have been 
maintained by him in two loose sheet fomn. The 
worker admits that in tho diary maintained by him 
the number of days be has worked is mentioned and 
in the diary produced for the months of April to 
.Tilly 1983 there are entries in both the pages for 
each month. Tie further states that the muster roll 
referred for the month of May, 1984 is mentioned 
in the diary also; but his name does not find a place 
in it, ft is sneHrirr^Uv by h'rn thpf in the 

muster roU for tho months of June, 1984 to April, 
1985 bis name does not find a place in the list t>f 
casual labourers, He also admits that his name 
docs not find a plasc in the diary produced by him 
for lie relevant period. This evidence of the 
worker itself shows that the diary maintained by 
the worker and in which his superior officer namely 
Mukadam or in his absence the Junior Engineer 
had initialled docs not show that his name is enter¬ 
ed in those diaries from for the months of July, 

1984 to April, 1985. When the muster roll main¬ 
tained by the management does not mention the 
name of the worker, the claim of the worker that he 
had worked for the months of May, 1984 to April, 

1985 cannot be accepted, There is no reason as to 
why the worker who is expected to maintain the 
diary in his own interest failed to produce the diary 
maintained by him from August, 1983 onwards. 
Tlie claim of the worker that he had worked for 456 
days when his services were terminated is therefore, 
not convincing and acceptable. 

5. The department has framed a scheme for giving 
temporary status to casual workers on certain con¬ 
ditions. One of the condition is that the Worker 
should be working as a casual when the scheme was 
inWoduced. The second condition Is he Should have 
put in a continuous service of 240 days during a 
period of 12 months. The third condition is that 
he should have been employed prior to 30-3-1985. 
Even thou^ the worker was emploiycd prior to 
30-3-1985 since be was not working when the scheme 
was introduced in the year 1990 and since he had 
not put in 240 days preceeding the 12 months of the 
introduction of the scheme, he cannot claim a right 
for being made a temporary worker. 


6. The learned counsel appearing for the worker 
has in his written arguments stated that the daim of 
the mana^nMnl: that there is a voluntary abandon¬ 
ment of the employinent by the worker cannot ^ 
accepted on the basis that the employer ou^ to 
have called the employee to repoit for duty and held 
a enqu^ for the same if he does not report for 
duty. This orgument of the learned counsel appear¬ 
ing for the worker is not acceptable in the case of 
casuals since their very employment is only subject 
to the availability of work. In the present case, the 
Worker who claims to have been terminated from 
service in the year 1985 has not shown that he had 
taken any effort or challenged the order of the emp¬ 
loyer at any time prior to the introduction of the 
scheme by the employer. Admittedly, by the wor¬ 
ker he is working as a casual in a farm at 
'Gadmudshingi, Hc also admits that he does not 
remember whether he has written any letter to the 
employer before writing to the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner of Labour. He further admits that he is not 
aware of any scheme of regularising casual labour¬ 
ers as temporary workers and he docs not 
remember how he came to know about the fact o+’ 
certain casual labourers having been conferred with 
the temporary status as mentioned by him in his 
affidavit. When wc consider all the evidence of the 
worker daring cross-examination, it leads us to the 
inference lhai the claim of the workman that he was 
terminated from service without giving any reason 
is only an after thought for the purpose of raising 
a dispute, There is ho explanation as to why the 
worker has not initiated any proceeding before the 
Asstl. Labour Commissioner at any time prior ■ to 
the introduction of the scheme. The worker con¬ 
tends that hc is not even aware of the scheme. When 
all these things are considered the claim of the 
workman, that hc was victimised on account of some 
ill-will by the employer as claimed by him in his 
statement of claim is a statement made by him only 
to raise a dispute and try liis chance* to bet the bene¬ 
fits for the scheme introduced by the employer for 
regularising the casuals, 

■ ■ 7. In the above circumstances I hold on the point 
that the retrenchment pleaded by the first party Is 
not proved and he is not entitled to an order of Re¬ 
instatement with back wages and other benefits. 

An Award is passed accordingly.

The Desk Officer, Ministry of Labour, Govt, of 
India, New Delhi vide his order No. L-40012|268l 
91-IR-(DU) dated 17-1-1993 referred the Industrial 
dispute mentioned below in the schedule to this 
Tribunal for adjudication under Section 10(l)(d) 
of the T‘D. Act, 1947.

“Whether the section of District Manager (Tele¬ 
com) Mehsana through its officers in termi¬ 
nating the services of Shri Kantibhai Baba- 
bhai vanker w.e.t t-6-91 is legal and 
justified ? If not, what relief the concern¬ 
ed workman is entitled to T' 

2. The second party ha^ filed statement of claim 
Ex* 2 and prayed to declare the action of the first 
in terminating the service of the concerned 
woiKman Shri Kantibhai V, Vankar from 1-6-91 
as illegal, unjust and malafldc and also to direct the 
first party to reinstate the workman on his original 
post with continuity of service and back wages and 
all other consequential benefits. The facts of the 

of the second party to be briefly stated are as 
under : 
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The workman Shri Kantibhai B. V, Vankar joined 
the service of first party at Patan office of sub-divjsion 
Tcle-communication in 1976 as casual labourer.. It 
was decided by the Tele Communication department 
of Govt, of India; that as per the direction of Hon’ble 
Supreme Court in judgement dated 27-10-87, not 
lo relieve any casual labourer after 30-3-1985 and 
in case they arc relieved they should be taken back 
on work and also to give temporary status of casual 
labourer. The workman was eniitled to permanent 
status as per the judgement of Supreme Court he 
was working from 1978, but officers of the first 
party wanted to confirm their relatives as permanent, 
though the workman Shri K.B. Vanker was entitled 
and deserving, the first party refused work to hini 
from 4-2-90 and thereafter the workman began work 
under the first party SDO Unjha from June, 1990 
and was demanding his right from the first party 
No, 2, When No. 3 came to know this. No. 3 also 
Slopped giving work to the workman from February, 
1991 and therefore, the workman constrained to 
work at Sidhpur sub-division office, where he work¬ 
ed upto 1-6-1991 and thereafter stopped his work 
and he was relieved from service. This action of the 
officers No. 1 to 4 is unjust, illegal, malafide and 
therefore, the first party is responsible to reinstate 
workman with continuity of service and back wages. 
It is the case of the second party that as the work¬ 
man was entitled for permanent status he demanded 
that on his demand, as the officers wanted to make 
Si|Shri Rameshbhai V. Prcjapaii and Pankajukumar J. 
Prajupati permnent, they removed the present 
workmen from service contravening Section 25F of 
the I-D. Act; That the workman had completed more 
Than 240 days work in 1990-91 and while relieving 
him from service, no notice pay or retrenchment 
compensation under Sec. 25F wa's paid and the action 
is illegal. The workman had sent a letter dated 
IL6-9J to take him back on work, which was 
received by the first party. The first party did not 
take him back on work and \idc letter dated 
3i-10'9L the workman demanded temporary status 
which was also received and not complied with and 
even workman was not inform in writing to come for 
work. Hence this reference. 

3. The first party has filed reply Ex. 4 giving 
details of the defence. It is stated in reply that Shn 
Kantibhai Vanker had initially observed to have 
worked for 122 days as casual labourer on daily 
wage basis in 1978 i.e. during January, 1978 to July 
1978 and left the work without any intimation and 
did not turn up for work as labAircr in any party 
working on muster roll for a long spell of 9 years. 

In the year 1987 he worked only for 45 days from 
February to March 1987 and left the party without 
any intimation. It is also stated in reply that there¬ 
after in 1987 he has worked for 220 days from 
May to December 1988, in 1989 he worked for 352 
days during January to December and in 1990 he 
worked for 203 days during January to December, 
but in, Febi^uary, 1990 he left the party of SDD 
Telecommunication Paten Office and joined at Unjha 
SDOP wx.f. June, 1990 and worked till February, 
1991. From Unjha he left the party without any 
intimation to the department. It is stated that ulti¬ 
mately be joined party at Sidipur under SDOP, Sidh^ 
pur, where he was asked to submit certificate of 
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worit for the period prior to 1985, by ^site inspector 

i.c. by mustering ofSpiai, but she did not supply it 
atd even though he w^as allowed to work in that 
Miiy on bis verbal ossarance to produce that ceiti-< 
ncate and after work of 100 days in 1991 upto May, 
1991. Once again he lett the party without any 
int^ation and Without submitting any papers at 
SDOT, Sidhpur and thus Shti Venker casual labourer 
■escaped from the party work without any intimation 
ahd his sweet Will and it is seen from the particulars 
that he was allowed to work wherever he approached 
for 'wbrk atiabouf party on muster roll, but he acted 
azH) behOived in habitually irregular and irresponsible 
way and deserted from duty off and on his sweet will. 
It IS stated that be is resorted to regularisation of bis 
scrwce in a regular way in Department of Telecom¬ 
munication, Govt, of India but failed to render con- 
'tlAuons work as labour on daily wage basis even for a 
half year prior to 1985 mid he disappeared for 9 yrs. 
ftom 1978 prior fo 1985 and also he was leaving 
phrty work and habitually he was also not producing 
ks Work certificate from any competent authority for 
'allowing him the work as labour on daily wage basis. 

4. The first party No. 1, Divisional Engineer, 
Mehsana has ^ed details of the working days of the 
si^ond party workman Shii Vanker by filing reply. 
1^. 10 and stated that the case as to initiate by SDOT 
Patan, SDOP Unjha and SDOT Sidhpur a^tiiey are 
the ccmtrolliDg officers and hence the Divisional Office 
Is not in picture, Hence there is no comment in the 
matter. 

5. The workman Shri Kantibbal has been exa¬ 
mined on oath at Ex.

8. Mr. G. K. Parmai repeated the facts stated in 
the statement of claim and further submitted that the 
order of reference is pertaining to action of tenuina- 
tion and in view of the facts pf the case, if a pe^n 
is in job since 1978 and is to be given temporary 
status or permanency in job, he could have no retison 
to leave tne job by lemaintng absent as stated in by 
the first party. Mr. G, K. Pamaar sub^tted that he 
was terminated by not git^ work from l-'6-1991 
and juniors were retained in service and were given 
permanent status before second party workmen and 
the same is admitted in Written statement also and in 
oral deposition of the witness of the first party and 
therefore, naturally the right of second party woriauan 
is hurt and it is af^parem from evidence that be¬ 
fore terminating the serwee, no legal procedures were 
fdlowed and even before removing the name of con¬ 
cerned workman from muster roll, he was not given 
any notice for absenteeism mid if he is casual worker 
and if he is paid by voucher, how can his awe be 
there in the muster roll. Mr. Parmar submitlbd that 
the conduct of the employer itself in not preferring 
the issuance of any notice to workmeo. for absence 
indicates that there was an jhtentibn on die part of 

' the employer to drive the juniors to the conemned 
workman and this conduct is not justi^d nor legal. 
Mr, Parmar has further submitted that the priiK^Ie 
'last come first go’ is also not followed in case due 
to abolition of the decasualisaticm, if the workmen are 
retrenched and hence Section 25P, 25G and 25H of 
the I. D. Att^are contravened as since 1991, there 
must be recruitment of somebody in depaitment and 
at that time the retrenched workmen should have been 
^ven preference, but the present concerned work¬ 
man was not called for in job. Mr. Parmar submitted 
that it is the direction of Hon’We Supreme Court that 
casual labourers should be absorbed in job giving 
them permanent status and Government should pre¬ 
pare a scheme for that and accordingly the depart¬ 
ment prepared a scheme as per circular No. 269-41 
93-STA-2 dtd. 17th December, 1993 and accordingly 
it Was decided that all those casual maxdoors were 
engaged by the Circles diBing the period from

India. Referring the circular, Mr. Parmar drew the

roborated this thing and' further snbmitted that fn view 
of this situation it was the tight of the concerned work¬ 
man to rp.t terntwrar’' status and all the b<*n(»fite nvaii- 
■^h 1 r» tn th,» Workman and therefore, the re¬ 

ference should be allowed. 

9. Mr. b. T. 55b ah for the first nartv department 
vehemcntnlbr submitted that though the concerned 
workman initially was on Job on 1978 and thercaf er 
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left ttie ^ for a long spell and thereafter he came 
iNUk in 19ft1 and as he was casual labourer and was 
jpttM ietti v 0 ||i;j^r it was not necessary for the depart- 
ineiit to give any notice to him or to keep any record 
and accoran^ it is kept for permanent employees. 
Mr. P. I. '^ah submitted that as he left himself, it is 
not retrenchment and in case of casual labour Sec. 
Hi^) is not applicable and therefore the department 
ima not contravened any provision of the I. D> Act. 
Mr. P. 1. Shah submit^ that tie two witi^ses d 
the first party emroborated cleiAy this stand and 
categoric&y stated that the workman himself ceased 
to com e and he was neither refused work nor he was 
terminated orally or by written order and there¬ 
fore when there is no termination there is no ques- 
Uga of contravention of Section 25F or 25H of the 
I. D. Act, and therefore the reference should be re¬ 
jected. 

10. The issue referred to this Tribunal is as to 
v^her the action of the first party through the offl- 
ciSiW. in terminating the services of Kantibhai B. Van- 
kW, w.e.f. 1-6-91 ^ legal and justified, if not what 
relief the concerned workman is entitled? Accordingly 
this Tribunal has incidential issue also raised by con¬ 
tentions taken by the parties as to whether tlje ser¬ 
vices of the concerned workman was terminated or 
not? To adjudicate this dispute, this Tribunal hjis de¬ 
positions of the workman of the second party’s side 
and two witnesses of first party’s side and some state¬ 
ments lowing the working days of the workman 
Kantibhai B. Vanker. Now it is pertinent to note 
that it is the case of the workman that he was termi¬ 
nated for the purpose preferring juniors to him, and 
if the stand of the first party that the workman him¬ 
self kft the job, it is clear from the deposition, of wit¬ 
ness Ex. 22 that the name of the concerned workman 
was remove from the muster roll from the year 1990 
and at that time he was not given any notice, in this 
respect. So it is clear before this Tribunal that the 
name of concerned workman was included In, iinn$tpf 
roll.

Now if we peruse thiQ record, the workman has worked 
for 203 days and thereafter he had worked in the year 
1991 also. So there was an opportunity for= employer 
to ffvc him notice regarding his absenteeism, but It 
was not done and it is seen from the record that even 
thon^ Ids name was removed from the muster, he was 
WorUng and therefore it is clear that the conduct of 
the workman shows that he did not want to lebvc the 
job. Otherwise he should not have continued the 
work anyuliere and therefore It is difficult to see any 
reason for the workman to leave the lob voluntarily 
bv remaining absent. On the other ride, it is estab¬ 
lished by deposition of first party witness itself that 
his name was removed from the muster without any 
notice. Therefore it should be held that his service 
was terminated. Now on record he may a casual 
labour for the rtarties to evade at)o1icatioTi of Section 
2^ Of .Sec 7fool of ttic T. T). Act, but before his 
termination he was entitled to cet oennanent status

red tenqtoraiy status antf within this period this 
concerned- .workman was in job as admitted in the 
reebrd. He has worked for 220 days in 1988. Thus 
naturally the first party sbouldJiavc given temporary 
status to him as be was entitled and in this particular 
case gradually workman junior to the concerned work¬ 
man were already gjVen temporary status by the first 
party. It is m the deposition, of the workman 
Ex. 13 that Rameshbbai Hirabhai Prajapati and 
Pankaj Kumar Joratarami Prajapati were employed 
in job in place of the conceitied workman and accot- 
din^y the witness at the first {Wity Ex. 24 has admit¬ 
ted ui cross-examination tbim SjShii RamesbjUtei 
Hiral^ and' Panktgbhai Jyoiteram were joined in 
1982 and the concerned wor^ah joined the depart¬ 
ment in January, 1978 and therefore both the work¬ 
men Remeshbh^ HiraUiai and Pankajbbai Jyoifaram 
jmned the department later than the cemcemed work¬ 
man and he has also categorically admitted that it is 
not true that both the Workmen are made permanent, 
but department had given them temporary status and 
it is done accewding to the direction of Supreme Court 
in its judgement. Now he has also categorically ad¬ 
mitted that the concerned workman had worked under 
hiin for more than 240 days in a year. So naturally 
this wottoman, though called ‘casual workmen’ was 
entitled to temporary status before his juniors and ins¬ 
tead he was relieved tmm the service as discussed 
above, and if had he been gjVen temporary status, the 
depailment would have been bound to follow pro¬ 
cedures under. Sec. 2 SF of the I. D. Act as it would 
have been reteenchment under Sec. 2(oo) of the I.D. 
Act. The State should be model employer and should 
not play tactics like other employers. Hence the 
second party has a good case as the second party 
Workman in the victim erf tactice b> authorities wha 
preferred juniors to him in the matter of giving tem¬ 
porary status , and direction of the I. D, Act. It may 
be a point that the temporary status is not sou^t for 
in this reference, but only termination is challenged. 
But to . say that tbe terminatiem is illegal the nature of 
employment erf the workman is also an aspect to be 
bo^ into. It would be incidental point and relief 
and in view of all these circumstances the coneetiiiiid 
workman of the second party is entitled to rmnstate- 
mept. Now so far as relief of back wages are con¬ 
cerned, on perusal pf the record it is found that his 
continuous presence in service is from the year 1987 
and there is no details on record for the years 1979 
to 1986 and in view of the fact that the temporary 
status w^ .^°|be given from 1985 onwari^ due to 
decasualisati(rfi'it would be proper to grant back wages 
from the day the concerned workman became entitled 
to temoorarv status on which his juniors had "Ifo 
been given temporary status and therefore it is proper 
to cive him temoorarv. status from the dav his juniors 
^hri RameshWiai Praiat>ati & Shri Pankaikumar J. 
Prniaoati were oiven temoorarv status and back wnojes 
and other benefits should be directed to be ptud froni 
that day. 

Tn view of above chbumstances I pass the foUowing 
order.

2. The workman Mr. Parshram in his claim state¬ 
ment contends as feffiows :—^The workman joined the 
service of the first party employer on 1-12-85 as a 
casual mazdoor at Sawantwadi. He was employed 
continuously for months together under Mr. Bhalkande, 
Sub-Inspector frtmi December, 1985 to December, 
1986, i.e. for more tW 240 day.s. His sc^ices were 
orally terminated with effect from 1-1-87 without pay¬ 
ment of notice pay or retrenchment compensation as 
per the fuiovirions of sectlCMi 25-F of the I.D. Act The 
monthly emoluments paid to the workman was 
Rs. 450 p.m. It \Vas subsequently increased to 
Rs. 900 p.m. The Geacrol Manager informed the 
workman that he wifi be called back as soon per¬ 
mitted by the Superior Office. Tlie workman had 
written several lerie'^' for reinstatement. In the reply 
dated 12-5-92, the District Engineer has stated that 
since the break: in service is more than 5 years the 
request of thp wcukman for re-employment cannot be 
considered. The workman had raised an industrial 
dispute since the conciliation failed. The A.ssistaitt 
Labour Commissioner has sent a failure report and 
hence this reference. The workman prays for an order 
of re-instatement as a reeular employee with full back 
wages and ccmsequcntial benefits. 

3. In the written statement the first party employer 
contends as follows:—The reference itself is not 
mamtainable in view of the dedsion of the Supreme 
Court between Sub-DivisitMiql Inspector of Posts 
Vaicum and others v|s. Thaiyyam Joseph, The work¬ 
man was enjoyed as a casual labour on Ist Decem¬ 
ber 1985. The emtfioymont from Ist Dec^bor 1985 
to 31st December was in respect of work of erecting 
loop and had qome to an end on 31st December. The 
Woikman was employed in February 1985 for a period 
of 28 days for a particular project. Similarly, the 
workman was employed for 25 days for laying cables 
in the month of March. The workman was em¬ 
ployed by them for 31 days in May ‘86. Similarly, the 
workman was enqdoyed <mly for specific periods for 
specific jobs which came to an end on the stipulated 
period. The workman therefore, cannot claim that he 
has worked for more than 240 days under the first 
party. The claim of the workman is therefore, not 
maintalnalde. ' On the above pleadings the follow¬ 
ing issues were framed by mv learned predeSCessor. 


For the Management—Shri Mokashi, Advocate. (1) Whether this tribunal has no jurisdiction 

For the workman—Shri Nabar, Advocate. to hear, this dispute? 
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(2) Whether the worionai) worked for more than 
240 days crmtiiiuously within a year pre- 
ceeding 01-1*87, when his Services were 
allegedly terminated orally? 

(3) Whetheit the workman was entitled to any 
notice pay and rctrcmchment compensation 
and the same was not paid ? If ndt, what is 
its effect on the present dispute? 

4. Issue No. 1; 

Even though the first party has pleaded that this 
tribunal has' no jurisdiction to enquire this dispute in 
view of the decision of the Suprerno Court in Joseph’s 
case, this point was not raised by the learned counsel 
appearing for the management at the time of the argu* 
ments, in view of the decision of the Supreme Court 
in Bangalore Water Supply case, I am of opinipn that 
the cla^ of the management that this tribunal has no 
jurisdiction to entertain this reference cannot be sus¬ 
tained. This issue is therefore answered in the nega¬ 
tive in that this tribunal has got jurisdiction to en¬ 
tertain this reference. 

5. Issue Np. 2 & 3 :—It is conceeded by the manage¬ 
ment that the workman has worked fm: morejthan 
240 days continuously within one year ptCceedh^ 
3H-87, but the first party management contends that 
Ito workman was employed at ^ first instance on 
Ist Jnnuary, 1,998 for a particular job namely erecting 
the loop for a period of one month and after the said 
wxtfk was over he Was employed for another work 
which lasted for 28 days and in the third month namely 
kiirtch, the workman was employed for a particular 
job of laying c^les and it had also lasted for one month 

and so on the jobs for which the workman 
VH* employed by them came to an end on the last day 
of tbo month a^ the workman has not worked con¬ 
tinuously in a particular job to claim that he has 
worked for more than 240 days under the first party. 
It is not in dispute that the workman has worked under 
the first party continuously from 1st December 1983. 
Witness cxanuqed on beh^f of the management has 
stated that the uvukman has worked from December 
1985 to De«eiii||a«r 19»6 and as per the muster roll 
maintained by Acm lie was present for 295 days 
during the period December 1985 to December 19Bb. 
The fact remains that the workman has worked under 
the first party emidoyor fttf more than 246 days Con-^ 
tinuouSly in one year. The version of the management 
is that the worker was employed to do only a particular 
job ditrine a oarticular month and after that work 
was completed he was employed under them for doing 
some other work for a period of one month and so 
on he has worked for one year. The fact that the 
worker was emoloved under the first party for 295 
days continuously durinc the ijeriod of one year from 
Decend>er. 1985 to December. 1986 is admitted by 
the management in their written statement as well as 
in their evidence. The witness examined on behalf of 
the manavement has admitted that the workman was 
not informed in writing that he is encaged for a parti¬ 
cular work during a oarticular oeriod. There is no 
exndence let in bv tt'e nwnaaement that, after the com* 
oletion of the oarticulm work for which the worker 
was employed, the worker was employed for another 


particular woifk for a p^cular period^ The employer 
who has engaged the services of the worker as a 
has allotted (Memut worka to be done by the ^dner 
during different periods; but it does not mean 
them is cessation of the services of the worker on dppi- 
ifietioh of the parttcular job for which he was ^- 
ptoyed by the employ^. Section 2 ( 00 ) defines 
word “^tmnehm^nt’’^ “it mOans terminatimi by f|je 
empk^ier of the soiree of the workman for any rugfou 
whatsoever other than a pnAisimm>if ioflicted by bhe 
of disciplinary action’’. XIk said d^niton also pro¬ 
vides that’ It does not inchadb the teimination of the 
service of die woriem-m by the employer as a result 
of non-renewal of contract of employnieiit between 
them on its expiry or such U contract being tennimtted 
under the stlpuladon in that behalf CoDtend the rein’’. 
Admittedly there is no written contract between the 
employer and the employee in the fHesept referetice. 
The worker was only a casual who has completed more 
than 295 days of work and he has not been iafdfmed 
in writing that he is engiaged for a particular Vvbrk for 
a particidar period. In these circumstances the termi¬ 
nation of the service of the workman cannot be one 
which has b^n excepted as per section 2(oo)(bb) of 
the I.D. Act. 

The question now to be considered is whether this 
retrenchment is proper? As pen section 25-F of the 
I.D. Act no workman employee in an industry who 
has been in continuous service for not less than one 
year under an cmjfioycr shall be retrenched by that 
employer until the workman has been given one months 
mmee in writing or he has been paid notice pay and 
be has been paid compensation wMch should be ^ual 
to 15 days average pay for every comifieted year of 
service. ITie workman having worked for more 4ban 
295 days in one year continuously is terminated which 
amounts to retrenchment entides him for a notice or 
a notice pay or compensation as wr section 25-F (a) 
and (b) of the I.D. Act. In tins connection 1 wish 
ta refer to the decisioa reported in Workman v|s. 
Municipal Corporation of Delhi 1987 II LLR 118 
wherein it has bi^ held that section 25-F is ap^cable 
even to a daily rated workman. The muster rp^ pro¬ 
duced by the management riiQWs that the workpian 
has been paid @ Rs. 14 per day during the relevant 
period and the amount was paid cnce in a month. 
Tberc&Me, the worker who has been retrenched from 
service is enitlcd to notice pay in view of the fact he 
has not been served with any notice at the time of 
retrenchment and he is also'entitled to compensation 
as per section 25-F(b). Even though the wofkman 
has claimed in his claim statement an order reinsta¬ 
ting him as a regular employee with effect from Q|rl-87 
with full back wages and consequential benefits, the 
learned counsel annearing for the worker has stated 
in his arguments that the worker docs not make any 
claim for permanenev. The worker has also admitted 
in bis evidence that he is working in a Tea shop at 
Parel on a salary of Rs. 800 p.m- from 1988. In the 
above circumstances, T am of opinion that the worker 
is not entitled to an order of reinstatement with bock 
Wares as claimed by him in the claim statement; but 
entitled to n notice pay and retrenchment compensa¬ 
tion as provided bv section 25-F of the I.D. Act. T 
hold on the Issue No. 2 & 3 accordingly.

i. The Central Gc.vjumient has referred the following 
dispute between the Management of Telecommunication, Dis- 
tiict Manager, Kolhapur and their workmen (or adjudication 
by Xhh Tribunal: 

“Whether the nctam ol the munagcinenl/department of 
Telecom , District Manager, Kolhapur, Telephone 
Hhavan, Tnrabcii Pnik, Kolhapur (M.Sj pjn-41fi003 
and the Suh-Divisioual Officer Phones, Kolhapur in 
stopping fioni service to Shri Balii Bhivc Jadhav, 
li\-inaxdoor, of Sub“Divisionul Officer Phones, Kolha¬ 
pur resident of Sawantwadi, Tab Kaivecr, District 
Kolhapur w.c f, lT-1985 and even not giving him 
an oppoitunily to be taken back on duty as per 
the Scheme fitimed by Director General of Telecom., 
Nrw Delhi on 7lh November, 1989 for re-employ- 
mcni: uf casual mazdoor is legal, proper and justi¬ 
fiedli not, iO vvhut lelief the w'Orkman is eiUillcd 
to?" 


i. The lirst pa<y cinpK-yce workman was employed uH a 
Mazdoor on daily wage basis from March, 1983 to December, 
J984, under the second prul>. Ho has put in a service of 
350 days in 1983. The ccmlcntion of the second party that 
he has pul in a service of 116 days alone is not true. The 
3econd pajly refused woik to the first party from January 
1985 onwards on the prelexi of no work was available witli 
him. No notice was served on him. No notice pay in lieu 
Was paid Retrenchment compensation w?\s also not paid. 
The First party had made a demand for engaging him ns pci 
the scheme of the deprirtmcni dated 07-11'89 for confirming 
the daily wage earners/casuals who had put in more than 
240 days of service prior To 31sl Mai'ch, 1985. The second 
parly Ims not employed Ifie fust party even after the said 
sttUcnicni made bv the ih.si parly. The termination of seivicc 
v)f the first party by the second party is illegal and the fiisi 
parly is therefore, entitled to an order of reinstatement vvitii 
hack wages and other benefits. 
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3. The Second Eaiiy in the wiTtlcn statement contends as 
follows; The lit si party h:is worked with the second party as 
'll casual labourer on dully wagc^ ha.sis for 116 days from 
March T-83 to July ]9fc;i and hi^ claim that he has worked 
up to December 1984 is not correct T he First Party has 
left the job oil his cw,n'lind abiindoned service of the 
icconj pai'y. (be !-’.r.uiid ParT,v fiai, never terminated the 
EiiM i'nity'froin '-tiMCC. T in.iei'oic, (here is no question 
oi noiicc or paying notice pay vir leirenchmcni

The specific case of tlic workman is that he was worKln^ 
under the second puny oii daily wage basis fiom March, 1983 
to December, 198 1. ^iid he ha.s refused employment by the 
S.D.O. Phones, Kolhapur from January, 1985 onwards with- 
uui: any notice or paymenL of notice pay or retrenchment 
compcmation and llierel'ort, he is entitled for reinstatement 
with hack waiges and oiiici beneJits. It is also stated that

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'rhcsf muster rolls show the \\orker signing iho same in 
token of his [tending to his duties- While so, when the 
second ptuly contends tlnd the workman bus abandoned his 
u-ork, it could have proved the siime vexy easily by producing 
the muster roll from August onwards; but the secona 
party has not produccj the muster roll subsequent to July 
I983i In fact, the u oiler has filed an appllciiUon seeking 
directioii by this tribunal to the second party to produce 
the muster rolts lor the pcilvd August 1983 lo December 
1984 in order to prove his case that he was actually in 
the service oi the second parly. Notice has been given to 
the learned advoctuc iijipeaving for the second party and 
the learned advocate has made an endorsement that the 
worker has admitted that he hae not produced the diar^ 
maintained by him which mentiona the umstcr roll number 
and Folio number and therefore* the second party namely, 
the employer could not produce the muster roll. MW-1, 
the witness examined on behalf of the management has stated 
that they do not maintain any muster roll of workers to show 
in daily wages and that they maintain a seniority list foi 
the worker lor the year Maich 1983 to December 1983 and 
be cannot produce the muster roll or the seniority list of ilic 
year 1983. When there is no dispute that the muster roll 
w ^ing! maintained for marking the attendance of ca:»uals 
the employer lias not produced the same for the period 
August 1983 to December 1984.

<s that the employee has not produced the ’diai 7 maintained 
oy hJm* In the light of the explanation given by the emp¬ 
loyee as to why he could not produce the diary, tli© reason 
given by the employer for not producing the muster roll 
maintained by them is not a tenable one- It is more so, 
when an application has been filed by the worker catHiig upon 
the employer to produce tlie master rolJ, When the Party 
who is in possession ot a particular document wfiich is in 
his custody falls to prooucc the same, an adverse inference 
has to be drawn to the effect that If produced It will be against 
the interest of the party in whose custody dociunents is there 
and not produced by him, lu the case on hand on account 
of the failui-c of the employer to produce the muster roll 
which is admittedly jnalniaincd by them, wc have to draw 
on adverse inference that if produced the muster roll, wiJl 
establish the caie of the employee that he was in the service 
of the employer from Ma^ph 1983 to December 1984 jud 
the case ot the employer that the woiker hod abandoned 
its employment voluntarily cannot be true. Similarly, the 
non-producUon of the seniority list which Is admittedly main¬ 
tain^ by the employer also gives room for a similar adverse 
inference being drawn fo the effect that the employee in this 
refertnee has been deprived the right to be conferred with 
the temporary status in spite of being senior as claimed by 
him.

Issue No, 2 : 

I have already held that tlie workman had worked for 
more than 240 days continuously prior to his retrenchmenr 
and the version of the employee that it wns a case of aban¬ 
donment is not triiti. The employer’s version is that the 
employee is nut entitled lor notice pay_ or rctrencliment 
compensation since it was a case olf abandonment of job by 
the employej*. In view of my finding on issue Nos. 1 and 5 
I hold on this issue that the workman is entitled to notice 
pay and retrenchment compensation ns per Section 25F. 

Issue No 4 : 

1 have held on Issue No, 1 that the worker has conti¬ 
nuously worked for more than 240 days prior to alleged 
retrenchment. The qucsiiou to be considered is whether the 
workman who has ci^mnletcd more than 240 days in a 
continuous period of one year is entitled to temporary status 
on account of the schenic framed by the Government of 
India for conferring temporary status to the casual lobourers.

Issue No. 6 : 

In view of my lindings from Issue Nos. 1 to 5, I hold 
on this issue that the worker is entitled to an order directing 
the management lo pay him notice pay and retrenchment 
compeasmion us per Section 25F of the l,D, Act, An Award 
is pas.scd accordingly as follows : 

“The action of the management of Telecommunication,

By Order No. L-1601 i/2/S6-D. 11(B) dated

3. Union’s case in short, is dial the concerned work¬ 
man, Sukamal Pal was working its a labourer in 
the office of the General Manager, Government 
of India Press, Publication Unit, Santragaclii, 
Howrah (in short, the management) as a labourer 
smee January, 1971. Service conditions regarding 
promotion of labourers arc laid down in the re¬ 
cruitment rulep published in the Govt, ot India 
Gazette dated 7th December, 1974. As per the 
said rules service of 5 years as labourers is neces¬ 
sary for promotion to die post of Assistant Mecha¬ 
nic (Mechanical) subject to qualifying in. the trade 
test. The concerned workman accordingly applied, 
appeared and passed the trade test in response to the 
olQce notice inviting ^plications from the 
labourers for appearing in the trade test in 1981. 
One vacancy in the po.st of Assistant Mechanic 
occurred on 1-3-1986 to be filled up by promotion 
amongst the eligible candidates working as 
labourers. The concerned workman hawing ren¬ 
dered more than 15 years of service as labourer 
imd having qualified in the trade test was the only 
eligible candidate for promotion to the above 
vacancy post of Assistant Mechanic as all other 
senior 7 eligible candidates who have been 
declared pajssed along with the concerned work¬ 
man in the trade test were promoted before 
1-3-1986, The Genial Manager of Santragachi 
Press thereafter cancelled the above panel of suc¬ 
cessful candidates and invited fresh application 
for trade test without promoting the concerned 
.workmen in gross contravention of the rules, ille¬ 
gally and arbitrarily. An industrial dispute was 
thereafter raised by the Association challenging 
the action of the General Manager. The employer 
took the plea before the, Conciliation Officer that 
the panel ceased to renvaiji effective after the 
expiiy of 3 years from the date of its publication 
as per circularslnotificatioas issued by the Central 
Gover^ent in this matter from time to time. The 
conciliation effort having ultimately failed the matter 
was referred to the Central Government which made 
this reference and send it to this Tribunal for ad¬ 
judication. The Association has accordingly played 
for granting promotion to the concerned workman 
to the post of Assistant Machanic with retrospective 
effect from 1-3-1986 along with all consequential 
reliefs upon declaration that the action of ilic 
management in this mattev was unjustified 
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.4, Th& management tiled a wxitieii statement, 
alleging interalia that the recrtiittnent rules are 
gmaelmes ior the method oi recrifitmcnt, but how 
the trade test will be conducted and its vahdiiy etc, 
aie not incorporated in the recruitment rules itself. 
Ihese are governed by the administrativeiexecutive 
intjlructions issued from time to time and it is man- 
datoi 7 to follow both the recruitment rules and the 
departmental instructions while filing up a post on 
promudcn. The management has further alleged 
that the previous paneljlist dated 1-2-1.982 of the 
candidates quatifying in the trade test expired after 
3 years on '3 f-1,-1985 and was therefore cancelled. 
Management, thereafter, iiivitetl fresh applications 
from the eligible labourers oh '.’-11-1985 for ap- 
poininnnt to the post of Assistant Mechanic. The 
concerned workman and one Brij Kishorc Jha 
applied tor the said post subject to qualifying in 
the said trade test. The trade test was fixed tor both 
the concerned workniari and Shri Jha on 4-7-1985 
and 5-5-1986 respectively and while Shri Jha 
appeared and quahfied in tliat ti‘ade test, Shri Pal 
did not aU appear in the same. Management has 
further alleged that in the previous circular for trade 
test for the post iT Assistant Mechanic (Mechanical ) 
was issued on 6-6-1981 :uid only 3 candidates 
applied there and Shri Jha did not apply. It is further 
alleged that Shri Jha as labourer is senior to the 
concerned workman. Management has accordingly 
alleged tliat it was justified in cancelling the earlier 
panel of 1982 in view of its circulars and pray.. 
for dismissal of the case of the Association, 

5. The Association filed a rejoinder denying the 
case of the management. 

6. Both the parties have examined one witness 
uach side and they also produced certain documents. 

7. There is no dispute regarding the tacts of this 
case. Admittedly the concerned workman vvas ap¬ 
pointed in 1971 as a labourer and while working 
m the said capacity he appeared in the trade test 
held in 1981 and the panel of the successful candi¬ 
dates was published on 1-2-1982. The said panel 
has been marked Ext. M-7 and it will appear that the 
name of the concerned v^orl.man appears in Serial 
No. 8 in the said listjpanel of successful candidates. 
It is also not denied that out of these 8 successful 
candidates as per this list (Ext. M-7) excepting tlie 
concerned workman, others have duly got their 
promotion prior to 31-1-1985, It is also admitted 
that the management thereafter cancelled that list, 
panel and called for application.s from the intending 
labourers for being appointed to .die post of the 
Assistant Mechanic. It appears from Ext. M-5 that 
Brij Kisliore Jha top the list in the next panel dated 
5-8-1986 and he was given the promotion. 

8. The ,\ssociationi has challenged the above 
prOmcijon on the ground that the management ought 
to have promoted the concerned workman before 
promotion of Brij Kishore Jhai It’s case is that the 


management was under obligatibn to promote ail 
ihe empanelled candiJates of 1982 and it acted 
beyond us power m promoting another person ignor¬ 
ing the prior claim ot die concerned workman to 
the said pvomot-onal pi, si. 

y. Mr. ilossujn, hained Advocate appeaiuig tor 
die manageuieiu submined tnal such panel tor 
promouon had us lunguily for a period of 3 years 
and it some of liie candidates in the panel do not 
get promofiun vvitlun ti e said period, liis right to 
piomotion under the said paiiel is forfeited a,nd he 
IS to' quafijy himscli afr.;sh in the subsequent trade 
lojt lu be field for tlie puipose. 

10. Mr, (. haLiaboili, learned Ativocatc for the 
Association, however, submitted with reference hr 
ihe relevant schedule of vecruilmcat rules regarding 
pi emotion, where it is stared that “Labourers of 
(.jovemmenl of India Press, Santragachi and K. S. 
Key Road, L'alculta with 5 years’ scivicc who 
qurdify in trade test” that the management under 
no circumstances has any right lo act in contraven- 
Uon of tile rules and substume its provision by 
passing any oou-trary adminisluitlveiexecutive orders. 

11. Mr, Hos.sain, learned Advocate for the 
inaiiagemcur refeired lo thue admini.strative|execu- 
tive o.rdots issued by die inaruigoment. They arc 
Exts, M-2, M-3 and M-4. U appears from these 
adminisLiativCiexccutive orders that a panel is to 
remain effective only fur a period of three years 
after which it ceases to have any eft'ect. He also 
submitted that the mauagement is acting in accor¬ 
dance with these orders tor a long time and if the 
present pcsilion is disturbed it will create lot of 
troubles in the administrative maeliii>ery. 

12. I have already nientioued the relevant pro¬ 
visions of tile recruitment rules from which it will 
appear drat no time limit was prescribed for any 
panel of qualified labourers for promutioni to remaiir 
elketive and that being so, the clear intention as 
pei- that rule was that ilte panel is lo remain effec¬ 
tive till the last qualified candidate gets his promo- 
lit n. In the background of sucli clear rule which 
picscribe.. no time limit it is necessary to consider 
uhetiicr the time limit presciibcd by the nianage- 
incnf in re.hrioiing the life lime of such panel upto 
a period of 3 years was legal or justified. The terms 
and conditions of the service of the employees of 
lire Government of India Presses are governed by 
the statutory lules framed for that purpose. No 
i.leparture from the statutory rules can be permissible 
under any circumstances in the pretext of the ad¬ 
ministrative convenience or in the giab of clarifying 
certain points not specifically stated in the rules. 
The management, while admitting that the recruit¬ 
ment rules are the guidelines for the method of 
recruitment, look the pica that it has not been stated 
dearly there how the trade test- are to be conducted 
or about its .validity etc. .and. accordingly the 
GovernnVent had to issue executive orders for clari- 



fying those points. Since ctavi.ccation can be made 
only in respect of the matter about which nothing 
is said without violating die spirit of the rules, 
anything \chich gLx;s against the same cannot be 
accepted. The relevant rules having clearly uphold 
tlie right' fa qualified candidate for promotion, any 
executive jrder taking away'any such right of the 
qualified andidates for such promotion under any 
plea whs”-so-cver must accordingly be improper, 
invalid .a. d. illegal, 

13. My attention was drawn to the case of 
Ramchandra Shankar Dec:ihar &. Ors. v. State of 
Maharashtra, reported in AIR 1974 (SC) 259 
(274) where the Hcn’ble Supreme Court while 
speaking of service conditions slated that “It is not 
desirable that the h rtuncs of such a vital and 
strategic instrument of public .service should be left 
to the vagaries of mere departmental resolutions and 
executive instructions. These cannot take the place 
of statutory rules which alone can impart stability 
and security and ensure observance of the rules of 
law. Legal imlcs must govern the recj-uitment and 
conditions of public servants so that there is no 
arbitrariness or incouality in state action in regard 
to them' and the nile of law is not eroded”. Mr. 
Hossa'n., learned Advocate for the management 
wanted to support tlie executive instruction on the 
ground that any declaration from this Tribunal about 
the legality of these instruct.ion.s prescribing a time 
limit of the panel shall cause ditUculty to the 
administrative machineiy. That may or may not be 
true, but it is not a sound logic that any illegality 
is justified because it is practised for certain length 
of time. 

14. The concerned workman having thus success¬ 
fully qualified in the trade test of 1982. his right 
to get promotion in terms of the said pan-elllist must 
be deemed to have remained unaffected inspite of 
the cancellation of the emlier test of 1982 and 
irregular promotion of another man in his place on 
the basis of a new test. 

15. I have carefully considered ihe evidence on 
record to find out when.thc next vacanev after the 
promotion, of the 7th man < f the panel of 1982 had 
occurred. The Association’s ca,se in tlie written 
statement tbai il had occirred on 1-3-1986 is not 
supported by evidence '.m record. In the said 
circumstances the ccnccrnc 1 ^vorkman. shall be en¬ 
titled to promotion on the nc.currence of the next 
vacancy after tlie 7th man of the panel of 1982 
obtained his promotion tp the post of Assistant 
Mechan'e. The managemei’t i? accordingly directed 
to grant him promotion to the post of Assistant 
Mechanic with retrospectiv e effect from the date 
when the vacancy, as stated abx'tve. had occurred. 
The management also shall give him all the conse- 
quenfTal benefits that may be found due to the 



cciv.erned workman on accouni of such promotion 
w idi retrospective effect.

) I. On going through the ciitire evidence placed at the 
initial {itage of the case and subsequently docs not lead one 
to accept that the alleged instance of theft was proved be¬ 
yond reasonable doubts. Without jltcjudlce there Is no 
impevfiinenl to held that in almost Sail 'th'e case^ of this com¬ 
pany the enquiry officers are the employees of this company 
who gave findings mostly against the woiicman. I do not 
say that they are biased. The enquiry officer failed to apply 
his mind to appreclale the facts and take the evidence of the 
workman that he has made a scape goat. It should be 
inferred thnf be is not a fool to dare himself to carry an 
article w<Biih about 1.99 to loose a securable Job thereby 
bringing misstuy both for himself and! to his family members. 

J2. hlowevor this tWbumd by its order dated 26-3-91 has 
granted intciim relief to the extent of the salary this work¬ 
man WHS getting at the lime of his suspension. The second 
party also directed to pay the interim relief from 28-2-86 
till the disposal of this reference. 

13. If the legal advisers of this company have adviced 
the Disciplinary Authority as to how the discretions lis to be 
used while imposing punishment in the light of the case 
laws prevailing in this country, this unfortunate situation 
would not have arisen, conversly if the disciplinary authority 
would hav; made some efforts to note the law of the land 
there was chance to avoid this long drawn legal battle which 
viilually wasted the valuable time, money and production 
of this company. 

14. His Lordship Thukkaj‘, Chief Justice, as he then vvas, 
has vented the feelings of the law as it relafed to the piinluh- 
meat on the basis of Diisciplinary proceedings in R, M. 
Paranin Vs, Oujaratha LlecUiclty Board, reported In 0 982) 
Lab IC 1032, the learned Judge states ; 

L When difference categories of penalties can be impos- 
Hi'd in respect of the alleged fault, one of which 
is dismissal from service, the disciplinary authority 
performance is required to consult himself for select¬ 
ing the most appropriate' penalty from out of the 
range of penalties available that can be imposed, 
having regard to the nature, content and gi'avity 
of the default. Unless the disciplinary authority 
reaches the conclusion that having regard to the 
nature, content and magnitude of the fault com¬ 
mitted by tbe employee concerned, it would be 
absolutely uutiafc to retain him in seiA^icc, the maxL 
mum penalty of dismissal cannot be imposed. If a 
lesser penalty can be imposed without seriously 
Jeopardising the interest of the employer the disci- 
plinaiy authority cannot impose the maximum 
penalty of dismissal from service. He bound to 
ask the inner voice and rational faculty why a lesser 
penalty cannot be m^posed. 

2. It cannot be overlooked that by and lArgc it is because 
the maximum penally is imposed and total ruination 
stares one in the eyes that the employee concerned 
is obliged to approach the court and avail of the 
costly and; tlme-conniming machinery to challenge 
in desperation the order passed by the disciplinary 
authority. Tf a lesser penalty was imposed, he 
might not have been obliged to. take recourse to 
costly legal proceedings which result In loss of 
public time and also result in considorable hardship 
and mbery lo the employee concerned. 

15. fii this the second party failed to prove thejr Justlllca- 
tion of their action to dismiss this workman, consequently 
following order is made. 


ORDER 

The reference is accepted, ^fhe order of dismissal made 
against' the workman dated 28-2-86 is hereby set inside. The 
first paity h entitled to rein“^t h ternent, continuity of seiwice, 
back wages and other reliefs. Tf the seednd party already 
paid the irterim relief as directed by this Tribunal the Milne 
shall be adjusted In the monetary benefit required to be 
paid by the virtue of this ordci’.

By Order No. 32011/10/9()-IR(Mi9C.) dated 4-4*91 the

“Whether the action of ihc management of Calcutta 
Port Trust in imposing wage cut on concerned 
employees of Secretary’s Department of Calcutta 
Port Tiust without issuing show cause notice and 
that to during pendency of dispute in conciliation 
is lawful and Justified ?

2. Calcutta Port and Shore Mazdoor Union (in short, the 
union) has sponsored this case In respect of the wage-cut of 
46 employees of the Secretary’s Denaitment of the Calcutta 
Port TruFf Tin short, the management)

workers and emrlbyecs ol th^ Sepretaiy’* Depa^ent of the 
nianaeement attencted othce tictwecn 10.10 A.M. W.W 
A,M. The altendaace rogisttr which nannally lies with the 
SupJiriMtenclent was not there‘bht was taken 1^^ 
Secretary of the maoagemoot. It was returned to the onke 
at about 12 noon by pulling absent mark against those who 
had not signed the aUendance rejgister An order was passed 
by the Secretary of the management to those who came late 
to submh haH day’s casual leave application to. that day. 
Paresh-Nath ^Mullick an<^ 27 others made \i iTprescnlation 
to the Deputy Chairman challenging the' Said Afction of the 
Sbmtary. Thcieaftcrvi following a nationwide wage settle¬ 
ment Of the port and employees on 12-6*1989, payment 
of ari ear was ‘made the''Employees of all the dfepartmenls 
of the. j-lcnd' Olf^e Complex on 23-12-1989, excepting the 
oMce of the Admijiisiralive Department.

The union finally 
raised an iiidufitrial dispute before the Assistant Labour Cotii- 
missibner (CenliUl), Calcutta on 30-1-1990, Conciliation hav¬ 
ing ended! in failure, !he matter was sent to this Tribunal 
for udjadication by way of. a reference by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. The union has alleged that the management having

4. Tluj managoipent of ^ ihc Calcutta Port Vrusl in its wnt- 
lon statement has denied that any wage-cut t^a«i Imposed upon 
any employee of the Secretary’s Department and alleged that 
the instant case is a case of recovery of over payment rnadc 
to the concerned employees for which no notice is required 
to be served as per existing rules and regulation. Regarding 
the demonstration made by the employees In front of the 
room of the Secretary from 12.10 P.M. to 13.10 P.M. on 
23-12-1989 the managomenPs case is that the concerned work¬ 
men were asked to sho\v cause as to why disciplinary action 
would not be started ugamst them and in the Idfeniical replies 
received from mo^ t of tjie employees on 2-1-1990 they admit¬ 
ted that the demonstration, was staged by them at that time 
on that date. It is further'alleged tliQt the salary bills of 
the month is prepnrcd in advance and such preparation 

is always completed within the 15 days of the current month. 
While preparing the advai.ee siilary bills, it is ensured that 
all employees are entitled td the wages for the t»emaining days 
of the month. If any over payment h detected afterwards, 
^ame is recovered from the salary bills of subsequent months, 
fn the instant circ, as per thif procedme, the wages of the 
concerned employees for the total month of December, 1989 
was charged' in adVstnee and they got their wagei^ for the 
month of December 'wilhom deduction for the period of 
ahsende from 12.10 P.M.' to 13.10 P.M- on 23-n-1989._Thal 
amount was accordingly realised from the subsequent ^lary 
bills. Mai:^agcnient also denied that any warning was ad¬ 
ministered against any of the selected employees on receipt 
of the reply of the' explanation called to on 27-12-1989. 
/''fandg^menf also denied that any wage-cut was imposed 
upon the concerned v/orkmen (ixjrfng the pendency of the 
conciliation. Management denied that the action taken by the 
Secretary was discrimintitoiy and the wagt-cut was illegal. 
MaTiagemcnt justifies idl its action alleging that they wore 
fair and legal. The raanagemoint accordingly prayed for 
<}f the unionN case. 
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5. Heard Mr.' S. Chat;crJcc^ representative'of to union and 
Mr. Mukhopndhyny, reftresenfative of the management. 

6. Both the parlies have filed certain clocun’ientii and one 
w/ines^ was examined on each side. 

7. From the evidence of WW-l, Ashim Kumar Mazumdar, 
one of the concerned workmen, it will appear that he spoke 
£.if two incidents happening on 22-12-1989 and! 23-12-1939. 
It should be noted at the outset that the Tribunal is not 
concerned with the incident took place on 22-12-1989 ns that 
matter d6es not fall within the scope of this reference. From 
the ^vldfcnce of WW-l it wvlt appear that on 22-12-1989 the 
workmeji protested against marking of thgir absence by ithe 
Secretary as they flid not come in time and on 23-12-1989 
(hey having made representation for such unauthorised mark¬ 
ing of absence that their salary wns directed to be deducted 
for one hour of that dale. This story of WW-l, however, 
docs not find ils conuboiaiion from the written statement 
of the iniion.

Ljd. M-f7). From the evidence of MW-1 Subhra Kamal Dhar, 
an AssLlupt Secretary of the Administrative Department, it 
wii/ appear, that show can^'e notices were issued to all the 
cnipl 03 ^cr;': htjfgre makin^i pa> cut and, the concerned work¬ 
men tcndejcd, identical icpHe;s, The majiagcment has pro¬ 
duced those replies and one of them is marked Ext. M-8. 
in their replies the concerned woikmen did not deny the occur- 
I’ciico of the ijicidCnt, but tried to justify their action as venti¬ 
lation of their grievances through constitutional method and in 
peaceful manner. The manugement by its letter dated 
11-1-1990 (vide Ext. W-1) warned the employees agaiiisi 
repefation of siiqlh. incidejlh Admittedly the management 
ordered to a payment of one hour of 23-12-1989, but unfor¬ 
tunately Jt has not provluc'^d any carder for such pay-cut. 
MW-1 In hi's evidence also scaled that in the relevant file 
concerning this case, there is no pay-cut order. He also 
stated pategorically ip Ins evidence that he has not seen any 
order in which '.my pJ'y'Cn:,of any of the concerned work¬ 
men was directed.^ 

8. The justification of the wage-cut order being the sub¬ 
ject matfer of consideration in this lefcroncc. it Was fucum- 
bent upon the manaffemen: to produce the wage-cut order. 
I have already mentioned the evidence of MW-1 whore he 
staled On oath that the relevant file concerning this case 
contalnii no wage-cut order. There being thus no wage’CUl 
order, (he managemcnl ac(ed illegally and nrbitfnrilv fn 
effecting the wayc-ciu of its employee'?. 

9. Mr* Chultorjee. icnrcscnlatlv® of the union t>uhmrtied 
with reference to Clause 9 of the Calcutta Dnt Trust Emp¬ 
loyees fC1nssin(titV>n Coniml and Appeal) Regulations. 
1987 (in shori. the Tlcgulatiori'i) that the procedure prescri¬ 
bed to imposinc minor penalties under that provision, was 
not followed by ihc management in effectilia wage-cut of its 
cmplovees- Xfr Mukbopadhyav. representative of the mojia- 
gement drew my aUentiiMi to Clause 7 of 'h^' Regulations 
wherefrom it vdll appear that the wacc-cut is neither o 
minor nof a major penalty. Tha(. being *io. compliance 
of Clause 9 of the Regulations wa.s not mandatoi-v to the 
mnnagernenf in affecting the wage cut. 

10. Mr. Mukhopadhyay, representative of the managemeut 
fuithcr .Tjguecl thnf rver^' employer has a ncht to deduct the 
pay of his workman if he does not do any work on "no-work- 
no-pay” basis. Tn support of his cOnfen/ion he referred 
of tho case of State Bank of India A Ors. v. Oaneson 4 Orjj., 
reported in 1989 (T) LU lO-k Tn that fndgement all the 
reVvant decisions in (Tiis matter were considered and it wus 
held that State Bank of India had the right to <fedut:t the 
Pfiv of the employee ^hiring which p^norf he actually dkf noi 
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work. In this case it way further held that no work of any 
employee for a fraction of any day pf iii| work ahflll Jioi 
render him liable for wane-cut for the whole day. In the 
(instant caisc tne workman instead doing Ihcir work was 
staging demonstration for about an hour tor which deduc: 
tion of pay was made. Though the mantigemeni had Uit 
riijht 10 deduct the pay of nny non-working employee Tt^; 
the peiLod he do iiot work, still then, the qpcs4lon will be 
vvhethej’ the managomeiit can take recourse to yuch action 
against ds workman after it had already punished them 1 
.he same offence, it appears from Ext. W-i that the bec 
ictary informed the concerned workmen by his letter dated 
11-1-1990 that “rhe explanation submitted by you dated 
2nd January, 1990 has not been consi<.lercd satisfactory. You 
arc hereby warned against repetition.*’ Mr. Mukhop^hyay 
tried to <jay that aclmiaistiiillon of v/arning by a superioi 
officer to hii subordinates cannot be said tu be “Censure” 
which is one of Hie minor penalty under the Regulation.. 
As per the dfctionuiy meaning of '^Censure*' it is advaisc 
judgement, expression of disapproval, vepreraand. Since 
warning is noi ddniunsieved unless there is a dlsopproval of 
tho action, it follows that it is an expression of disapproval, 
particularly when, it is preceded by issuanc-e of show-cau e 
notices upon the workmen and obtaining of explana¬ 
tion from them, i he concerned workmen having thus been 
punished once, It is to be presumed that the matter ended 
there. The management, therefore, was not justilled in 
afl’ociing wage-cut alter admin]si ration of warning. 

1 L The point that hisi comes up foe consideration is whe¬ 
ther (he management has affected the aforesaid wage-cut 
during the pendency of Iho conciliation proceeding and there 
by violated the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947. Suffice this to say that it will appear 
fropi the letter of the Assistant LubOtif Oiminlssloner (Ccnl- 
rnl), Calcutta to the parties that the dispute was raised over 
the issue of the wage-cut. It is therefore obvioug that the 
wage cut order was made before the matter was raised before 
the conciliation machinery. Thai being so, Section 33 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ha^ no application in the fact.s 
ot the Instant case. It is, however, absolutely irrelevant fcu 
(he disposal of thi^ reference whether thcr was any violation 
of tho provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act. 
1947. Violation of Section 33 of the Inaustrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 is 10 be judged m a different proceeding and that 
has no bearing on the reference, even assuming that any such 
violation had taken placi. 

12. In. view of what goes above, the management of CuT 
cutta Port Trust has acted illegally in imposing tho wagC' 
cut ,pii the concerned wprkmcn. Management is according^ 
directed to refund the portion of the wages cut from the 
Nalary of the concerned workmen.

AWARD 

This rcfeiencc ease has been registered on the basis ot 
the reference made by Desk Officer, Government of India, 
Ministry of Labour vide its letter L-20040/33/95-IR(C-r) 
dated 23-8-96 for adjudication of a dispute arising between 
the management of Oil India Ltd., and its workmen Shri 
Akanmon Ncog, Shri Anil Das, Zamir Ali ahd Md,. Kurum 
AH on the following issue:— 

“Whether the union is justtCed in claiming that S/Shii 
Akamnan Neog, Anil Das, ^mir Ali and Md# 
Kurum Ali employed through contractor by Oil 
India Ltd. (Pipeline), Guwahatl were actually the 
cmployecfi of Principal employer? If so, whether 
the action of terminating the services of these work¬ 
men w.ci. June, 1993 is justified? If so, to what 
relief are these workmen entitled 

Oh receipt of the reference, notices upon both nmnage^ 
ment and workmen were served calling upon th^x to nlc 
written statement and to exdiango their document. Accord¬ 
ingly, both the management and workmen represented by 
the President Oil India Ltd., Pipeline Maxdoor Union, 
Narangi, Guwahati had filed their Written statement levelling 
their respective claims# 

The fact of the case as revealed from mcilerial on reooid 
is that aforesaid workmen has claimed to be employees of 
the management of OU India. Ltd., Pipeline, Guwahati emp¬ 
loyed through contractor alongwith other workmen mentioned 
in tbe list, exhibit 6 in this cof©!' Among the workmen, Shri 
Akanman Neog worked as Security Guard, Pump Station 


No. 3, Jorhat, Shi’i Anil Das worked as office peon at Pipe¬ 
line, rieaa yuaricr (P.S. 5), Kumm Ali worked as Security 
Guard in Pump Station at Sonapur and Zamir Ali worked 
as Jogali to welder at Pipeline Maintenance Section in P,S. 

5. Ji IS alleged that tueir management had agreed that 
workmen mentioned above hod been working m peronial 
nature of works in their establishment, but then service were 
terminated wiin eitcci Iroiu 10-12-92 and theieaftcr, one by 
one wiimmt any notice lo them nor holding any enquiry 
beiore uicu termmation. As the management did not con¬ 
sider their case in spiic of request they have raised this h\- 
d 11 . 2 trial Dispute lor adjudicaiion unaer provision of Indus¬ 
trial Dispute Act on the issue already mentioned hereinabove. 

The management on the oLixer hand, had resisted the case 
by nnng wiitten objection contending uiter ana that reference 
is in competent under Section 10 ol the Industrial Dispute 
y\ct and hehce this Tribunal Jias no jurisdiction to decide 
the issue. It IS lurtJter contenued that worjonen are not 
employed by maiiagemeni ot Oil India Ltd. (pipelmc) Guwa¬ 
hati, but they were employed by the contiactor under the 
provision 01 Contract j^aoour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 
i9/U and hence the management of Oil Inffia Ltd., not being 
the principal employer or the workmen is not liable to regu- 
lan^e tricir service. As the dispute between principal emp¬ 
loyer anil the workmen rclatmg to employment, non-emp¬ 
loyment and term of employment can be adjudicate by the 
Inausirial Inbunaj under the reterence and piesent dispute 
not being between principal employer and the workmen does 
not tau within the concept of Inaustnal Dispute and same 
is beyond the jurisdiction of this Tribunal. It is also con¬ 
tended that the contractors who have engaged piesent work¬ 
men as their coniract labour have not neon made a party 
in this case, this reterence is not maintainable in law. 

After filing wiitlcn statoment both the parties have adduced 
evidence and also e;thibiied dociunent in support of their 
respective contention raised in the pi ending. 

I have heard the argument put foiward by the learned 
advocate appearing on behalf the management who has made 
submission in ihe light oi the conienuon raised in the plead¬ 
ing. Ihc moot point agiiulcd by the management in support 
of their case is that mniiagemcnt of Oil IncUa Ltd., is not 
the principal employer of the workmen and hence no dispute 
can bo raised under Section 10 of tho I.D. Act and hence 
reference is not maiiuainable in law. The workmen on the 
other hand filed ^ lung written argument contending inter 
aha tliat the munagement of Oil India Ltd# is the principal 
employer of workmen and tci mi nation of their service with¬ 
out giving show cause notice to them and without holding 
I’uy enquiry as required in law is illegal. These being the 
nature of| dispute the piesent lefcrence Is quite competent 
for adjudication under Section 10 of T.D. Act and they arc 
cnliiled to relief claimed by them. 

After going through ifie contentions. raised by both die 
parties, 1 find it necessary to sec what type of dispute cons* 
litides Industrial Dispute under Sections 2(K) and 2A and 
what type of dispute can be referred to the Tribunal for 
adjudication as Indti^rial Dispute under Section 10 of the 
Act# Under Section 2(K) an Industiial Dispute means any 
dispute or difference between employers and ©mpioyce or 
workmen or between workmen and workmen which is con¬ 
nected with employment or non-employment oi the icrm< 
of employment or with the condition of labour of any per 
son. Under Section 2 A of the Act, Dismissal etc. of an 
individual workman lo be deemed to be im Industrial Dis' 
pule. Where any employer discharges, dismisatxl, retrenches 
or otherwise terminates the services of an individual work¬ 
man, any dispute oi dlffereiico between that W'Orkman anc 
his employer connected with, oj arising out of, such discharge 
dismissal, rctrehcliment of termination shall be deemed tc 
bo an. industiial disputt^ notwithstanding that neither work 
man nor any luiion of v.orkinen is a party to ffie dispute 
Under Section 10 of The fndustrinl Dispute Act, the reference 
of dispute can be made to Board, Court or Tribunnk . Ir 
view of the nforesnid provision of law, let us see whctbei 
dispute involved in this CLse is an Industrial Dispute oi 
whether reference under Section If) of the Act is comnetcni 
for adjudication. 

The nianagcnienl of Oil India Ltd. has flatuiy denied thai 
present workmen were employed by them. As the manage 
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ment desired that they aie principal employer of the work¬ 
man, burden lied on the workmen to establish that they were 
employed by picsent management and they aic their prin¬ 
cipal employpi. The workmen have not exhibited any paper 
to show that they are employed by their present manage- 
mcni. brom the eVidcncc on record it is established that 
the wrokmen had worked under the contractor and con¬ 
tractors have engaged ihe present woj’kmcn and tticy have 
not been appointed by mriiiagement, and the present manage¬ 
ment can not he held to be principal employer of the present 
workmen. The leained advocate for the management has 
submitted a j'-ciox copy oi the judgment passed by Hon’ble 
Guwahali High Court in writ appeal No. 557/96 which is a 
case of slmdai nature involved in the present one. In said 
judgment the inanagement Oil India Ltd. (Assam Oil Division, 
Digboi) has by a writ petition challenged the lefereoce made 
to this tribunal for adjudication of the dispute raised by 
Shri Dhreej Gohaiii and others aiosing out of non-regulari- 
sation of their scivicC-by the said management earlier engage 
cd by the conlraclois. The learned single Judge has rejected 
said writ petition against which management has preferred 
this writ appeal which wa- idlowcd by the Division Bench 
by this judgment holding that the service of the workmen 
was covered by the contract labour (Regulation and Abolu- 
tion) Act, 19/0 and hence the management of Indian Oil 
Corporation Ltd. is not their principal employer and dispute 
is not an Industrial Dispute and is beyond the adjudication 
oi this ^ibunal. In the inetant case what 1 have already 
held that the workmen have not established that they are 
appointed by the management of Oil Indit^ Ltd., Pipeline, 
Guwtihnri and hence they are not principal employer and 
dispute can not be consider as Industrial Dispute. As the 
aforesaid judgment passed by the Hon'ble Guwahati High 
Court is binding on us and fact of the case is similar with 
that of present one, undei such circumstance this tribunal is 
left with no other alternative but to hold that this reference 
is incompetent and no award in favour of the workmen 
can be passed. 

In the light of the aforesaid discussions I hold that picscnt 
reference made under Section 10 of the Industrial Dispute Act 
is not an Indu'^frial Dispute and is beyond the adjudication 
of this Tribunal and same is accordingly dismissed without 
cost.
